RAPID REDUX: THE BEAT GOES ON 


H ours after the NTRA announced 
a Special Eclipse Award for Rapid 
Redux, the streaking Thoroughbred 
won his 22nd consecutive race on Jan. 4 
at Laurel Park. 

Trained by David Wells at Penn 
National, the son of Pleasantly Perfect 
dispatched four foes in a 1-mile starter 
allowance—taking the early lead, main¬ 
taining an advantage and holding off the 
closers late to win by three-quarters of a 
length for J.D. Acosta. 

The victory extended the modern 
record for consecutive victories to a third 
calendar year. Owned by Marylander 
Robert Cole, the 6-year-old started the 
streak on Dec. 2, 2010, at Penn National, 
and added another victory at that track 
nine days later. In 2011, he went 19-for- 
19 to tie the single-year mark set by 


Citation and Roseben, and mirrored the 
success to start 2012. 

The streak had its share of anxious 
moments, including a nose victory at 
Penn National on March 19,2011 -num¬ 
ber eight in the skein. 

‘‘Somebody said it was an inch-and- 
a-halC’ said Wells late in 2011. “We 
wouldn’t be talking if it had been an 
inch-and-a-half the other way. He dug 
in and found more—that’s the best thing 
that happened through the whole thing.” 

Along with the attention the horse has 
garnered. 

“I think I’ve got his last 16 shoes, and 
somebody wants them aU,” Wells said. 
“I’ve been polishing them up and getting 
them ready. That part has been fun. We 
hear from people aU the time. He’s got 
his fans.” 


STREAKERS 


CONGRESS BLOCKS H-2B WAGE RULE 


C ongress passed an Omnibus Appro¬ 
priations bill (H.R. 2055) that will 
prohibit the Department of Labor 
from implementing a new wage rule for 
the H-2B visa program and fund most 
federal agencies through Sept. 30. 


The rule, opposed by the American 
Horse Council and many H-2B employers 
for economic reasons, would have increased 
the hourly wage for H-2B workers and 
American workers recruited in connection 
with an H-2B job application. 


W hen a horse wins 22 in a row, you can't help 
but think about others who came before, Rapid 
Redux may stand alone at the top, but he had 
company along the way-trom Mid-Atlantic breds and 
on Mid-Atlantic racetracks, Among the heroes: 

Cigar; The most accomplished Maryland-bred went 
10-for-10 in 1995, part of his 16-race winning 
streak, spanning parts of three years. The victory 
march included the 1995 Pimlico Special-GI, 
Arromanches: The Virginia-bred won 10 in a row 
(2001 -02) at ages 8 and 9, The first five came at 
Monmouth, 

Thrice Worthy; The Virginia-bred steeplechaser 
won nine consecutive starts for trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard in 1981-82, 

Safeiy Kept: The Maryland-bred and future Hall of 
Famer won eight in a row in 1989 including scores 
at Laurel, Garden State, Monmouth and Pimlico, 
Ben’s Cat: Won eight in a row (maiden claimer to 
stakes) to start his career in 2010, 

Wide Country: The Maryland-bred won eight straight 
in 1990-91, including the G2 Black-Eyed Susan, 
Worid Gone Wrong: Won eight in a row at Laurel, 
Pimlico and Delaware Park as part of a 13-wln 
season in 2010, 

Premier Dipiomat: The New Jersey-bred collected 
eight consecutive wins in 1992 at Philadelphia Park, 
Pimlico, Garden State and Atlantic City 
Jersey Giri: The New Jersey-bred went 7-for-7 in 
1998, including three Grade 1 wins, 
its Binn too Long: The West Virginia-bred went 
undefeated in seven starts in 1999, 

Caii of a Lion: The Maryland-bred mare was 
undefeated in seven starts during 2011, 
Distinguished Bid: The Maryland-bred captured 
seven in a row in 1994, 

Henry Street: The Maryland-bred won seven 
consecutive races (and nine of 14) in 2008, 

Jiisie’s Gigaio: The nation's winningest horse in 
1990 with 17 wins (from 26 starts) stopped at 
Pimlico, Delaware, Atlantic City and Marlboro, 

Seven Lords: The second-winningest horse In 1990 
with 15 wins (from 27 starts), raced at Laurel, 
Meadowlands, Monmouth and Atlantic City, 

Keiiy’s Ciass: The second-winningest horse in 1992 
with 13 wins, the son of Allen's Prospect won at Laurel, 
Pimlico, Delaware, Timonium and Meadowlands, 

More famous names made their way through the 
region as part of major winning streaks: 
Buckpasser: He won the 1966 Leonard Richards at 
Delaware Park during his 15-race win streak. 

Count Fleet: The Triple Crown winner took the Pimlico 
Futurity and Walden Stakes at 2, and the Preakness 
at Pimlico during a 10-race win streak in 1942-43, 
Kelso: The five-time Horse of the Year won 11 straight 
from 3 to 4 (1960-61 )-starting with the Choice 
Stakes at Monmouth; his eight-race skein in 1963 
included Bowie's John B, Campbell, 

Man o’ War: The legendary horse won 14 straight 
in 1919-20, including the Preakness and Havre de 
Grace's Potomac Handicap, 

Native Dancer: Alfred Vanderbilt's star won his first 
11, lost the Kentucky Derby by a head, then won 10 
straight (including the 1953 Preakness), 
Spectacular Bid: The great gray's dozen wins in a 
row including stakes at Atlantic City, Meadowlands, 
Laurel, Keystone and Pimlico in 1978-79,

MD JOCKEY CLUB 
TO RACE 146 DAYS 

L aurel Park and Pimlico Race Course 
will conduct 146 days of racing in 
2012, the same number that was 
scheduled the last two years after the 
Maryland Racing Commission approved 
an agreement by the Maryland Jockey Club 
and Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association at its December 2011 meeting. 

“We are very pleased to be racing 
next year,” Maryland Jockey Club presi¬ 
dent Tom Chuckas said in a release. “I 
would tike to personally thank Governor 
[Martin] O’Malley, his chief legislative offi¬ 
cer Joe Bryce and the Maryland Racing 
Commission, especially John McDaniel, 
for mediating the process. This agree¬ 
ment provides a foundation for continuing 
efforts to create a long-term solution to 
Maryland racing.” 

Laurel’s winter meet began Jan. 4 and 
win run 48 racing days through March 
24. Racing shifts to PimHco for the spring 
meeting, a 29-day stand March 30 through 
May 19 (closing day will include the Preak¬ 
ness Stakes-Gl). There will be no racing at 
Maryland Jockey Club tracks in the sum¬ 
mer, with Laurel’s fall meet starting Sept. 7 
with a 69-day schedule. 

PREAKNESS GETS 
ALSO-ELIGIBLE LIST 

F or the first time, the Maryland Jockey 
Club will permit two also-ekgible 
entrants to the $1 million Preakness 
Stakes. Those runners would be eligible 
to run if any of the entries of the origi¬ 
nal field are declared from the race after 
the post position draw on Wednesday of 
Preakness week until scratch time Friday 
morning, the day before the race. A maxi¬ 
mum of 14 horses are allowed to compete 
the E/ie-mile classic for 3-year-olds. 


RCI BOARD APPROVES 
STRICTER USE OF LASIX 


T he Association of Racing Commis¬ 
sioners International (RCI) Model 
Rules Committee has adopted new 
rules regarding Lasix administration and 
other racetrack practices. 

The modified rules prohibit veterinar¬ 
ians and/or veterinarian technicians who 
work privately with participating licens¬ 
ees from administering race-day furose- 
mide, a change RCI officials beheve will 
better protect horses and the betting 
public. 

NTRA president Alex Waldrop pre¬ 
sented the proposal on behalf of the 
Racing Medication and Testing Con¬ 
sortium, composed of some 25 industry 
stakeholders. 

Urging all member regulatory com¬ 
missions to adopt the model rules, the 


RCI committee also repeated its opposi¬ 
tion to race-day adjunct bleeder medica¬ 
tions. Lasix would remain the only thera¬ 
peutic treatment allowed on race day, 
under strictly regulated terms, a policy 
that several RCI member regulators have 
sought to review. 

Newly adopted changes to the model 
rules also encourage racing officials to 
report to the stewards or judges “any 
perceived issues” with a horse that might 
significantly affect the running of a race. 

In addition, the committee clarified 
the Jockey Scale of Weights to promote 
flexibility of rules for 3-year-olds com¬ 
peting against older horses and adopted 
rules that require greater disclosure of 
on-track jockey insurance pohcies.

T hey’re just two brown horses standing 
out in a field. To the locals who regu¬ 
larly travel Bottom Road in Hydes, Md., 
the sight of the retired geldings grazing at 
Merryland Farm is part of the daily rou¬ 
tine. The casual observer has no idea what 
Perfect Moon and Declan’s Moon mean to 
a family, a farm and a stallion. 

Brothers of other mothers, the pair are 
more FeUx Unger and Oscar Madison, less 
yin and yang. The Maryland-bred sons of 
Malibu Moon catapulted their sire into 
prominence right out of the blocks. He 
began his stud career at the Pons family’s 
Country Life Farm in Bel Air, but the quick 
success of his first two crops put him on 
the express train to Kentucky. 

Perfect Moon came first —Mahbu 
Moon’s first winner as well as first stakes 
winner. Out of the Parfaitement daughter 
Perfectly, he was consigned by his breed¬ 
ers, Hugh and Achsah O’Donovan, to 
the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale in 2002. Venerable California 
conditioner Mel Stute had trained Malibu 
Moon for owner B. Wayne Hughes during 
a brief but promising career, and Stute was 
in the seats of the Timonium sales pavilion 
when Perfect Moon entered the ring. On 
a bid of just $4,700, the bay gelding was 
bound for the West Coast. 


Running for Annabelle Smte and The 
Hat Ranch, Perfect Moon broke his maid¬ 
en in a $40,000 claimer under Alex Sohs at 
Hollywood Park on May 14, 2003. Back a 
month later in Hollywood’s Haggin Stakes, 
Sohs and the robust bay placed second. So 
confident was Stute that Perfect Moon’s 
next start came in the Hollywood Juvenile 
Championship-G3 against the highly 
regarded and heavily favored Ruler’s Court. 
Pat Valenzuela and Perfect Moon car¬ 
ried Ruler’s Court three wide on the turn, 
surged down the stretch to pass pacesetter 
Blairs Roarin Star and scored by 2 V 2 lengths. 
Although Perfect Moon drifted inside and 
brushed the runner-up, the stewards dis¬ 
allowed the objection lodged by Tyler 
Baze. Perfect Moon had upper-case black 
type, and Mahbu Moon was hot news. A 
triumph in Del Mar’s Best Pal States-G2 
followed. Within three weeks, Annabelle 
Stute and The Hat Ranch accepted a ‘‘mid- 
six figures” offer from Royce Jaime, and 
Perfect Moon moved to the barn of Doug 
O’NeiU. 

Over the next 21 months. Perfect 
Moon entered the gate 14 times while 
facing the hkes of Lava Man, Rock Hard 
Ten, Brass Hat and Borrego. He managed 
just one win-Del Mar’s El Cajon Stakes 
in September 2004. Claimed from O’Neill 


at Del Mar in July 2005, he made a single 
start for trainer Bob Hess before being 
claimed again. In September, trainer Chris 
Hartman dropped the shp for $50,000 on 
behalf of new owner Henderson Stables, 
and Perfect Moon was on his way to Zia 
Park. Perched on a shppery slope, he ran 
for a $5,000 claiming tag less than three 
months after leaving Southern Cahfornia. 

Meanwhile in Kentucky, Tracy Hughes 
and her husband Scooter had been keeping 
tabs on the 4-year-old. Then an employee 
of Castle ton Lyons Farm, where Malibu 
Moon stood at that time, Hughes was in 
regular contact with Josh Pons at Country 
Life. 

“Tracy thought it wasn’t right that this 
horse, who had made this wonderful stal- 
Hon for all of us, had fallen through the 
ranks,” Pons said. “Our big fear was that 
he’d be here today, gone tomorrow.” 

With aU thanks to Hughes, Pons was 
able to claim Perfect Moon for $7,500 at 
Sunland Park on January 10,2006. A friend 
vanned the horse to Hughes’ Kentucky 
farm, and within a few weeks she and her 
husband delivered him to a grateful Pons 
family at Merryland. With him. Perfect 
Moon brought his record of 27-5-4-4 and 
$511,017 in earnings. 
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By then, Declan’s Moon had written his 
chapter in the saga. 

‘‘By the time [breeder] Brice Ridgely 
brought Declan to the yearling sale at 
Timonium in 2003, word was out that 
Mahbu Moon was something special,” 
Pons said. “And here comes Samantha 
Siegel, paying $125,000 for the gelded son 
of a mare [Vee Vee Star, by Norquestor] 
whose dam Ridgley had purchased out 
of the Baltimore Sun classifieds for about 
$3,500.” 

Carrying the colors of the Siegels’ Jay 
Em Ess Stable and masterfully handled 
by trainer Ron EUis, Declan’s Moon was 
another West Coast sensation. Undefeated 
in four starts at 2, he dusted Roman Ruler, 
Giacomo and Wilko along the way. A dom¬ 
inating debut win was followed up by the 
Del Mar Fumrity-G2, Hollywood Prevue 
Stakes-G3, and finally, the Hollywood 
Futurity-Gl in December 2004. 

That performance would be his mag¬ 
num opus. Keen early under regular rider 
Victor Espino 2 a, Declan’s Moon dueled 
down the backstretch and powered 


between rivals on the final turn before 
wearing down Breeders’ Cup Juvenile-Gl 
winner Wilko and pulling away. With the 
2-year-old title on the Hne, track announcer 
Vic Stauffer dehvered one of his best 
calls, emphatically announcing “Declan’s 
Moon with a TOTAL ECLIPSE!! We just 
crowned a champion at Hollywood Park!” 
as the dark bay crossed the wire. 

His 3-year-old season started with an 
eyecatching win in Santa Anita’s Santa 
CataHna Stakes-G2, stamping him as a 
definitive favorite for the 2005 Kentucky 
Derby. But stiffness a few days after the 
race prompted an ultrasound, which 
revealed a knee chip, and that quickly. 
Declan’s Moon was off the Triple Crown 
trail. The chip was removed, and the horse 
remrned to the races 16 months later. 

“He just sort of flattened out after that,” 
said Pons. “His knee was fine, and every¬ 
thing else was fine. But he would get 7 
furlongs in a mde race, on the lead, doing it 
with ease, and then kinda just stop himself.” 

There would be only one more victory 
for Declan’s Moon before his connections 


decided to retire him in June 2008 with 
a record of 18-6-2-2 and a bankroll of 
$705,647. 

Samantha Siegel first contacted the 
Kentucky Horse Park as a potential home 
for her champion, but there was no open¬ 
ing. As it happened. Pons called Siegel 
when the horse’s career ended. 

“Josh called me and said ‘We heard 
you’re retiring the big guy, and we won¬ 
dered if there’s anything we can do,’” 
Siegel recalled. “I said ‘Actually, we were 
hoping we could send him back to your 
farm.’ And they were thrilled; they said 
they’d love to have him. So it worked 
out aU the way around. That’s where it all 
started with Malibu Moon, so it seems a 
fitting place for him to be.” 

Pons agreed. 

“I don’t really appreciate it just standing 
out here throwing feed to them every day— 
but these guys were terrific. They are a 
large reason why both of our farms are 
stiH horse farms. It’s due to the success of 
a couple of geldings.”

Editorial

Dear Reader: 



H ere’s your maga 2 ine. Maybe you 
just started reading. Maybe you’ve 
been reading for decades. Maybe 
you remember the Maryland Horse from all 
those years ago. 

Regardless, this is your magazine- 
literally and figuratively. The one in 
your hand or on your computer screen 
belongs to you. And so does the maga^ne. 
The Maryland Horse magazine started 
as a four-pager in 1936 as a means to 
communicate the news of the state’s 
breeding and racing industry. Since then, 
the publication has twisted and turned, 
meandered and moved to its present 
incarnation—a regional monthly with page 
counts in the hundreds. 

That doesn’t happen without effort, be 
it performed by original editor Humphrey 
Finney or the others who skillfully filled 
the role. Officially, I’m the interim editor 
(hke Vinnie Perrone was for the past few 
months). In June, the magazine lost Lucy 
Acton, who joined the staff in 1985 and 
rose to editor in 2002. Her steady hand 
guided the writing, editing, producing 
of a magazine long looked to as a leader 
in Thoroughbred publishing. She lost a 
battle with cancer, but not before making 
sure the disease knew it was in a battle. 

I’m not replacing Lucy, or Vinnie, 
or anyone else. I’m continuing the 
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progression, taking the magazine into 
the future along with a small, dedicated, 
talented staff We’U find out together 
what that future brings-remember, this 
is your magazine. And, for the record, my 
company’s editorial projects Steeplechase 
Times and The Saratoga Special aren’t going 
anywhere. The to-do list now simply 
includes Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred as well. 

These are strange times for print 
media. Economics, technology, time have 
brought change, big change. Successful 
magazines adapt, flex, change, reinvent. 
And thrive. 

For all its electronic development 
(iPads, Kindles, smartphones and so on), 
pubhshing stiU includes wildly popular 
print products. The weekly Sports Illustrated 
has 3.5 million subscribers. The monthly 
Runneds World has increased circulation for 
16 consecutive years. 

Print media isn’t dead, or even dying. 

It is adapting — which sounds very much 
like the situation in Thoroughbred 
racing. And, as good as it is, Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred must change along with both 
industries it occupies. 

The magazine needs to be a better 
resource, a better voice, a better vehicle 
for news, entertainment, thought. It 
needs more value. Hopefully, you noticed 
a subtle change or two last month-the 


addition of the Post Time photo 
spread, the expansion of the Looking 
Back section. This month, we aimed 
to improve the front of the magazine 
by creating more places to stop, more 
reasons to look, more ‘‘Hey, did you 
see this?” items. As always, the feamres 
provide the anchor-the hook on which 
the magazine hangs its editorial reputation. 
Few publications even bother with multi¬ 
thousand word profiles on people, horses, 
farms, places anymore. Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred always has. Always will. 

Like raising or training a racehorse, 
however, the work of producing a 
magazine never really concludes. You can 
always improve. You can always strive 
to be better. Your horse can always be 
healthier, fitter, shinier, better prepared. 

He can’t always be faster, but that doesn’t 
mean people stop trying. 

Nothing describes the effort better 
than the following from former Knight 
Ridder chief executive Lee HiUs. 

''Editorial excellence is not a goal to 
be sought and one day acquired and then 
retired to the trophy case. It is instead an 
ambition which must be pursued each day, 
never ending, never totally achieved. .. ” 

He said that in 1974, before before 
24-hour news, before Google, before 
Twitter, before Facebook, yet the 
statement applies today and will always 
apply to any worthwhile journalistic 
endeavor. This magazine isn’t the The 
Miami Herald (where HiUs won a Pulitzer 
Prize) and isn’t going to sit down with 
world leaders (Hills once interviewed 
Nikita Khrushchev). But it’s going to do 
the best it can at what it does: chronicHng 
Thoroughbred racing and breeding in 
the Mid-Atlantic, following horses that 
change lives, finding stories people like to 
read, striving for editorial excellence.

Making sense 
of making stallions 

Region’s players follow models, 
hlas^ new paths in markeplace 



He\N stallions In the Mid-Atlantic region offer Intriguing possibilities to mare owners, and challenges In a demanding market for stallion managers. 
Six well-known regional stallion managers-Bllly Boniface, Randy Funkhouser, Richard Golden, Josh Pons, Tom Relgle and Dr. Bill Solomon-offer 
Insight and opinions for launching new prospects. Among the new stallions for 2012 are (top row, from left) Kentucky transplants Petlonville 
(Penn Ridge Farm), Offlee Wild (Pin Oak Lane Farm) and Silver Train (Northvlew PA) to Pennsylvania, and first-year stallions (bottom row, from 
left) Hunt Crossing (O’Sullivan Farms In West Virginia) and Maryland additions Friesan Fire (Merryland Farm) and Etched (Bonita Farm). 
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F ebruary in the Thoroughbred industry. Foals are starting to arrive 
daily. Stallions and mares are getting ready for breeding season. 
And stallion managers are signing contracts, evaluating mares, 
making dates and contemplating decisions. 

For a glimpse inside the process, Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred collected 
thoughts from several of the region’s leading stallion-makers. The opin¬ 
ions shed some light on a difficult business, changing times and the 
thoughts behind the making of stallions in this region. 


The interviews —conducted by Joe 
Clancy—included: 

William K. (Bilty) Boniface, of his fam¬ 
ily's Bonita Farm, The Maryland operation 
added new sire Etched to stand alongside 
resident Mojave Moon and expects interest 
to be strong in the son of Forestry. 

Randy Funkhouser, of his family's 
O'Sullivan Farms. Founded in 1939, the 
West Virginia farm will stand nine stallions 
in 2012 including the state's active leader 
During. 

Richard Golden, the head of Northview 
Stalhon Station-the region's top stal¬ 
lion farm with divisions in Maryland and 
Pennsylvania occupied by 14 stalhons. 
Northview stands regional leader Not For 
Love in Maryland and added four stallions 
(E Dubai, Jump Start, Silver Train and 
Smarty Jones) to the Pennsylvania roster 
for 2012. 

Josh Pons, whose family owns Country 
Life Farm and Merryland Farm in Mary¬ 
land. Country Life once stood two of 
the region's greats in Allen's Prospect and 
Malibu Moon, among others. Now Merry- 
land (once the home of top sire Rock Talk) 
unveils first-year sire Friesan Fire for 2012. 

Tom Reigle, the stallion manager at Mike 
Jester's Penn Ridge Farm in Pennsylvania. 
Reigle has long been a player in the state's 
stallion industry and joined Penn Ridge late 
in 2010. The farm added Petionville for a 
roster of four. 

Dr, Bill Solomon, the owner of Penn¬ 
sylvania's Pin Oak Lane Farm. In its 39th 
year. Pin Oak Lane stands five including 
newcomers to the state Offlee Wild and 
Unbridled Energy. 

What type of 
stallions work in the 
Mid-Atlantic? How do 
you evaluate them? 

REIGLE: Get a stallion here that's 
proven himself somewhere else. Bring a 
Kentucky horse in, something that pro¬ 


duces runners, Pennsylvania-breds are not 
really bringing anything at the sales, so if 
you're breeding in Pennsylvania you better 
be breeding to something that produces 
winners. There's value in that. 

Our clients are either breeding to race 
themselves or they want horses they breed 
to run for that Pennsylvania-bred bonus. 
That's one of the reasons we brought 
Petionville here. His percentages are high 
(winners from starters and starters from 
foals), and that's what you need. That's what 
we did with Real Quiet, that's what Jump 
Start has done, Smarty Jones, Cat Thief 
They're all good stallions for the mares that 
are here. You're breeding in a regional mar¬ 
ket. Even Ray Charles is going to figure out 
you've got to breed to a stallion throwing 
runners. People need to understand that 
they're breeding to race-even if they sell, 
they're better off thinking like that. 

GOLDEN: If they are freshmen sires 
they have to be extremely correct. If they 
have stood at stud previously, their record 
will speak for itself. A stallion in any mar¬ 
ket has to offer value. Today, what you 
pay for a staUion and what you stand that 
stallion for might not make financial sense 
to begin with. You have to hope that in the 
end you have made a wise choice. 

SOLOMON: Horses on the bubble 
down in Kentucky, that bred high numbers 
of quality mares, had some success and are 
now available. They've already produced 
quality horses, they have horses in the 
pipehne and you stand a chance of having 
success. You have to buy them right, or you 
try to make a fair lease arrangement—own¬ 
ers in Kentucky get access to a new market 
and at the same time you're not hung out 
for an insurmountable amount of money. 

Making a young horse in our area is dif¬ 
ficult. Allen's Prospect and Malibu Moon 
come to mind. They both had the sup¬ 
port of important owners. When owners 
breed a number of high-quality mares 
to the horse and they're also into racing, 
your chances are much better. You have to 
try to buy or lease stallions that have had

some success and that can stand for a stud 
fee between $3,500 and $7,500. They have 
to be good enough to command that fee. 
That’s what you’re looking for. We’re not 
looking to bring Uncle Mo here off the 
track or buy Giant’s Causeway. You might 
want Uncle Mo five or six years from now, 
though. 

FUNKHOUSER: The three param¬ 
eters you have are conformation, race 
record and pedigree. You want as much 
of aU three that you can afford. In the 
Mid-Atlantic, early maturing speed is what 
many people want. 

I think that’s important to offer for 
breeders, but I think we’ve really gone 
overboard in this country. If you breed 
speed upon speed upon speed, you need 
something other than that at some point. I 
like the idea of bringing in a horse who will 
put some stamina in. Prized (who retired as 
a stallion last year) really gave me a chance 
to do that with some Kris S. and Roberto 
blood. 

PONS: A horse that checks seven of 
the 10 boxes is hard to come up with. Did 
he break his maiden at 2? Was he quick 
early? Did he train on and carry his form 
into his 3-year-old season? AH those things 
Bull Hancock used to say. 

How do the current 
industry trends impact 
your business? 

GOLDEN: Northview is deahng 
with one industry in two different loca¬ 
tions, Pennsylvania and Maryland. Right 
now the opportunities are far greater in 
Pennsylvania for a stud farm due to the 
purses and bonus structures offered to 
owners, breeders and stallions. 

SOLOMON: There are fewer mares 
being bred. It makes it both competitive 
and much more difficult. There’s not going 
to be the traffic to the stalHons you once 
enjoyed. In Pennsylvania, we were down 
4 percent in 2010, 23 percent in 2011, I 
expect we’ll be down another 10 or so per¬ 
cent in 2012. People say ‘Isn’t that just the 
economy?’ They have the same economy 
in New York. 

Pennsylvania doesn’t adequately sup¬ 
port Pennsylvania owners and breeders, 
in comparison to other states Hke New 
York, Louisiana or Ontario. They use the 
money the government gives them to sup¬ 
port breeders and owners in those states. 
In Pennsylvania we have high purses that 
go mosdy to out-of-state owners, trainers 


and breeders. I don’t mind that if they’re 
supporting Pennsylvania business: buying 
horses here, sending mares to our stalHons, 
sending horses to our farms. It’s better 
than it was before, but if it was the way 
it was before there wouldn’t even be any 
racetracks. Is that adequate? 

We should be every bit as popular 
and exciting as New York or Louisiana. 
Our purses are good, everybody knows 
that. We need to incentivize breeding in 
Pennsylvania. You can’t always be in that 
hopeful simation, hopeful that it’s going to 
be better, going to improve. That’s where 
Maryland is now. That’s better than not 
having hope, but you’ve got to have the 
incentive on the ground to make people 
pay attention. 

REIGLE: People don’t have the dis¬ 
posable money they used to have. Things 
have tightened up, and I can’t blame peo¬ 
ple. They might have one or two mares 
now where they might have had 10 mares 
before. But that’s okay, the best one or two 
were usuaHy paying for the others anyway. 
Fewer horses means more competition for 
the business. For us, it puts more pressure 
on making the right decisions with stal¬ 
Hons. For breeders, it puts more pressure 
on choosing the right stalHons. 

FUNKHOUSER: Any racing pro¬ 
gram is going to need racing days. If you’re 
going to run a breeding farm and a breed¬ 
ing industry, you can’t do it on 60 days a 
year. You can’t do it on boutique meets 
only. The high end of the horse business is 
in good shape. I don’t know if it wHl ever 
go away. The medium level is bouncing 
back. There’s a lot of purse opportunity 
out there. There is a shortage of horses, 
so horses are going to be in demand and I 
think horses are a good investment. At the 
low end, it’s terrible. You can’t give cheap 
mares away. That’s going to be a struggle, 
but over time quality is going to increase 
which wiH be a good thing. 

PONS: In the past, when you stood 
four or five stalHons and you got traffic for 
a couple of them, you were able to send 
people to your other horses. That’s how 
Mahbu Moon started. We’d show people 
Carnivalay, Citidancer, whoever else was 
here and then oh by the way, teH them 
to look at this new horse. He was such a 
good-looking horse, people looked. But 
in those days people had a couple of extra 
mares. Now nobody does. Now you better 
have a product that appeals to the mares 
that are left after the culHng most people 
have done. 

BONIFACE: Everybody blames it on 
the racing situation here in Maryland, but 
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if you look at 2006 through 2011 that’s 
when the economy canned and that’s when 
our numbers went down in terms of 
mares bred. That reflects in the foal count. 
There’s still a lot of apprehension out there 
on how fast you get back into the game. 
The person breeding four mares before is 
only breeding two and the person breeding 
one or two isn’t here. The slots here now 
give Maryland potential. I’m not ready to 
give up ship. 

What has the biggest 
impact on the success 
of a stallion in this 
region and why? 

BONIFACE: Our location helps. 
We’ve got the Maryland Million program, 
which is a nice thing to have. We’re also 
close enough to Pennsylvania and to Dela¬ 
ware where people can take advantage of 
their state’s program and stiU be Maryland 
Million ehgible. You can make the whole 
Mid-Atlantic region work for you. 

GOLDEN: Breeders and owners in 
our region like stallions that are capable of 
siring offspring that can perform nation¬ 
ally This gives a stallion the name recogni¬ 
tion that brings greater returns in the sales 
ring to regional breeders and owners. 

SOLOMON: The success is strictly 
dependent on the quahty of the year a 
stallion has. When Albert the Great won a 
Breeders’ Cup race (2008 Dirt Mile) with 
Albertus Maximus, he bred a big book. 
When Z Fortune finished second in the 
(Grade 2) Arkansas Derby and ran in the 
(2008) Kentucky Derby, Siphon (Brz) bred 
a big book. It’s as simple as that. Earnings 
numbers affect the size of books, but so 
do the big horses. 

What the state does also matters. 
The Maryland Million, all these years, 
has helped stallions in Maryland. How 
many of the stakes wins Allen’s Prospect 
and Not For Love had were in Maryland 
Million races? Sired races have a huge 
impact on stallions’ popularity—however 
not in Pennsylvania, of course, because we 
don’t have Pennsylvania-sired races. Other 
states have them and they’re very helpful. 

Getting support of people in the top 
flight of breeders and owners can really 
make an impact. It gives a horse a start, 
a leg up. It keeps a horse’s book up and 
keeps quality mares coming to him. 

PONS: Successful stallions we’ve had 
have come with an owner who wasn’t 


dumping them. That’s the first ingredient 
you look for. Does someone who knows 
the horse better than we do beheve in him? 
If that guy has credibihty and has faith in 
the horse, then at least you are not alone 
in trying to make a stallion. We’re excited 
about the faith Vinery and Rick Porter 
have shown in Friesan Fire. They can breed 
their mares to him, they can buy his foals. 
Their broodmare bands are the kinds that 
can make a horse. 

How do you attract 
mares and breeders? 

GOLDEN: Northview has been in 
business for 24 years. We consistently make 
an effort to treat our chents with respect 
and their horses with outstanding care. 

REIGLE: We’re deahng with selling 
the same thing to the same people every 
year. We don’t have new customers coming 
in hke football, they’re selling tickets to a 
game and they’re creating new customers. 
That’s tough to do in this industry. The 
whole industry needs to find out how we 
can attract new people. 

You’ve got to make your product the 
best it can be, deliver good service to 
people, and get your advertising out there. 
A really good product, with really good 
advertising.. . I don’t know what more you 
can do. I call people on the phone all the 
time. Something goes wrong, I caU them. I 
call and ask them how their mare is doing. 
With e-mail and texting and things, we’re 
losing the one-on-one communication and 
seUing ability with a customer. You’ve got 
to talk to people. 

SOLOMON: Price vs. quality of the 
horse. We try to bring in the best quality 
stallions we can and price them so that the 
average guy doesn’t feel turned off by the 
price. Lately, many people breeding mares 
for less than $3,500 have left the business. 
That leaves breeders who breed on a little 
higher level—the $5,000 to $10,000 level. 
Jump Start is a good example of that, even 
at $10,000 he is viable. He’s here, breeders 
are here. We hope that we have luck with 
Office Wild, Unbridled Energy and our 
other stallions. We’U take horses and hope 
they continue to move forward in produc¬ 
ing superior horses. 

BONIFACE: It starts with having the 
right horse that fits for the region-you 
have to have a stallion that might produce 
a horse to sell as a yearhng but that a 
breeder can also keep to race. Then it’s all 
about taking care of the client. They want a 
phone call or an e-mail, they want pictures

of their horses. They don’t want to have to 
call you. It means you work a little harder, 
but that’s not any different from any other 
business right now. 

FUNKHOUSER: You need the right 
stalHons, good help, a safe facility and a 
love of doing it. We advertise and you have 
to advertise, and make the most of it. My 
son John, the farm manager, does photo¬ 
graphy as a hobby. That helps with our 
advertising, our promotion. That’s impor¬ 
tant. Ultimately though, it’s the httle things 
in your performance, your personal record 
and word of mouth. If you’ve been in this 
business a long time you’ve been a person 
of integrity and you treat your chents well. 
You wouldn’t be in this business this long 
if you didn’t. 

What works? What 
doesn’t work? 

REIGLE: If you have the answer to 
that, you’d have the answer to turning 
this whole industry around. If you breed 
to some stallions in Kentucky, the farm 
will enter you in a drawing for seats at the 
Derby and Oaks. That’s interesting, but 
it’s getting to be like selling a car. I hke 
Spendthrift’s idea: you breed two or three 
mares at the value, they give you a hfetime 
right. That would work here. That’s a great 
idea. One, you’re getting people to come 
back to your stallion. Two, if one of those 
hits, the free breeding right is going to be 
worth even more. Everybody in this indus¬ 
try will be doing that if they get the right 
good horse. If you’ve got a good product, 
if you give people good service, take care 
of them and understand why they’re in this 
business, you will be successful. 

SOLOMON: Enticements are diffi¬ 
cult things to do. It should be a business 
relationship where it’s a fair deal for both 
parties. I don’t think that making differ¬ 
ent deals for different clients is a good 
approach to any business. 


BONIFACE: People are educated. 
You constantly work the phone and talk to 
people, but you’ve got to put the stuff out 
on the web, you’ve got to have your adver¬ 
tising in the right place. We offer a 25 per¬ 
cent discount if you breed two mares, but 
we put that out front and stick to it. How 
you market a stallion today takes a different 
approach. You’ve got to keep up with the 
times. We’re talking about Facebook and 
social media now. 


FUNKHOUSER: You’ve got to have 
competitive regional breeding programs. 
In West Virginia, we’ve done everything 


we can to elevate the legislation for breed¬ 
ers. We have an extremely competitive 
program. For the number of foals we have, 
we offer a very good product and a lot of 
money. We don’t have the money New 
York or Pennsylvania has, but it’s made 
progress and you can’t deny it’s helped 
breeders. 

The Achilles heel is the politics of the 
fumre. If something changes with the pro¬ 
gram, then that changes the way you can 
do business. 

With regard to a new 
stallion (or new-to-the- 
region stallion), why 
now and why here? 

GOLDEN: Right now, obtaining a 
new staUion for Maryland is very difficult. 
For the caliber of prospects that we have 
looked at, the owners of those stallions are 
very concerned with the lack of direction 
in Maryland. In Pennsylvania, we decided 
to do nothing more for 2012 after the 
addition of the four new stallions that 
relocated to our farm. 

SOLOMON: Why now? Because you 
have a farm to run. It’s no different here or 
anywhere else. If you don’t have stallions 
at your farm, you don’t draw relationships 
you need to continue your business. A stud 
farm needs studs, a training farm needs 
horses to train. 

Why this state? You’re looking at the 
viability of racing in that state now, not 
necessarily next year or the year after that. 
Tentative things come into play, so people 
tend to stand horses in states like New 
York, Pennsylvania, Ontario, Louisiana or 
even Indiana where they feel at least there’s 
something there now. In Pennsylvania, 
would the program ever change so it’s very 
New York-Hke? Maybe, but the politics are 
unreliable, at least to build your business 
on. You wouldn’t stake your farm on it. 

PONS: We’ve never had any luck tak¬ 
ing a horse that somebody else started. 
Most horses get relocated because the 
farm that had them isn’t satisfied. There 
are enough positive things in the Mid- 
Atlantic right now to take this kind of risk, 
with new stallion Friesan Fire, and make 
this commitment. 

How do you set a 
timeline for success? 

SOLOMON: With a stallion coming 
here from Kenmcky, it’s a three or four- 
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year timetable. If you're bringing in a 
young horse, you have to go out a pretty 
long time. You've got a four-year waiting 
time until you have anything, at least four, 
maybe more. Five years to see what you 
have, really. Are you going to bail out as 
soon as you have 3-year-olds? Maybe it's a 
six-year period. The chance that you'U be 
doing better than other states' stallions is a 
longshot. Six years for a new horse, prob¬ 
ably fewer if you bring one from Kentucky. 

GOLDEN: I never judge a stallion 
until after his 3-year-old crop has run. 

REIGLE: Three or four years. The 
first two years are hot, or should be hot if 
you have the right stallion. The third year 
he better have something running. The 
fourth year, he'll have Pennsylvania-sired 
babies and you'll know. Even if they got 
hot, sometimes you have to move them. 
I don't like to keep them around too long. 

In your career, what 
stallion was the most 
pleasant surprise 
in terms of success 
and/or demand? 

REIGLE: Probably Roanoke. He was 
one of my favorites. He just produced a 
lot of runners. He was such a nice horse 
to work with, a great horse. Patton was 
another one. He sired runner after run¬ 
ner after runner. The kind of horse you 
want to get here. He wasn't a flashy, big, 
standout horse. You could breed anything 
to him and they ran. I used to hear people 
say they wanted a stakes horse; give me five 
that make $100,000 instead and I'll take the 
breeder money. 

Real Quiet was the icing on the cake for 
me. Who would have thought a horse that 
finished a half-inch away from the Triple 
Crown would have come to Pennsylvania? 

GOLDEN: Probably Not For Love 
because of his diversity. His offspring can 
sprint, go long, turf, dirt or sloppy tracks. 
Hard to find one like that. 

SOLOMON: Wheaton was a better 
horse than he ever got credit for being. 
He had very small crops, and produced 
some quality horses. He was a very well- 
bred horse, a half-brother to Storm Cat by 
Alydar. He did the same thing Alydar did, 
fractured his femur in the stall one night 
and we lost him. 

FUNKHOUSER: The first stalhon 
we had was Bunny's Babe. He was third 


in the (1954) Cowdin against Nashua 
and Summer Tan, an ornery old horse. 
Everything we bred to him got runners. He 
was the first inkling that you could have a 
commercial sire around Charles Town. 

Whafs your mood on 
your business as the 
2012 season opens? 

GOLDEN: In Pennsylvania, I could 
not be happier. Between our bookings and 
completing our new facility there, I am 
very positive. 

In Maryland we are about where we 
were last year at this time. I guess that 
is not bad considering what turmoil our 
breeders and owners have been going 
through regarding the racing picture in our 
state. I truly believe that the slot revenue 
is being held hostage in order to support 
the racetracks. That was not the goal or 
motivation of our industry when the slot 
legislation was passed. 

Maryland's primary purpose for the 
Thoroughbred industry was to use this 
slot revenue to increase the purse strucmre 
in Maryland which has fallen behind its 
competition. Until I see a good portion of 
that slot revenue flowing into the pockets 
of the Maryland owners and breeders, we 
will not be moving forward. 

REIGLE: I think we'll do well, as 
well as last year. We got some reaUy nice 
mares in foal last year. Some Cat Thiefs 
and Eurosilvers. We've gotten a lot of 
calls on Petionville. I don't see any big 
bumps in the road for 2012. Upward and 
onward. You've got to always be positive 
with what you're doing. We've got a couple 
things to do on the farm to make it more 
workable—automatic waterers, gates, some 
landscaping. I'm picky that way. Make the 
place workable, and nice when you look at 
it. I'm thrilled to be where I am. 

SOLOMON: Cautious optimism. That 
might be a He, but we'U see. I try to be real¬ 
istic. You have to understand where you 
are. But we're here, we do a good job, we 
like our stallions. 

PONS: The response to Fries an Fire 
has been really strong. We're excited about 
him. It's a real breath of fresh air to be in 
Maryland and quit worrying about every¬ 
body else's problems, the state's problems, 
the industry's problems and try to market a 
stallion. It's nice to just go, get to work, do 
the things you can do. ^

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Maryland leader 
Kobiskie bets 
on Bowie, wins 
training career

O n his first morning in Maryland, back in the fall of 
2005, Dane Kobiskie came to Bowie Training Center 
to breeze horses. His new agent, Paul Plymire, had 
arranged a couple of introductions for the hotshot apprentice 
transferee from Kentucky. 


‘What have I done?'' Kobiskie asked 
himself, looking around at the ghost town. 

Now, here he is —six years after that 
introduction and nearly four years since he 
was a jockey—leading trainer in Maryland, 
plying his trade, making his mark, bursting 
at the seams of success, aU at Bowie. 

It's a cold January day—Bowie Training 
Center in aU its rubble. It looks like a 
Banana Repubhc commercial, simply 
shades of gray, tan and sand. The only bits 
of color are the navy from Kobiskie's jack¬ 
et, the green webbings with PTK embla¬ 
zoned on them and a yellow cross on an 
exercise rider's flak jacket. 

Despite the tumbleweeds, this is the 
engine room of Maryland's leading trainer. 

Stable jockey Alberto Delgado, a sala¬ 
ried rider in the morning, breezes a mrf 
horse who should be good enough to win 
on the dirt, a recent claim who needs a 
maintenance breeze and an underachieving 
3-year-old who needs a wakeup call. The 
rest of Kobiskie's string seem to be shed- 
rowing, jogging around and around the 
long, airy barn in the corner of the dilap¬ 


idated training center. Insulation hangs 
from the ceihng, outside walls are exposed, 
windows are makeshift, if at aU. 

Kobiskie keeps it light around the barn, 
as he checks legs and gauges the soundness 
of his horses jogging in front of his barn. 
He offers a day off to whomever wins a 
breeze (Delgado wins easily), jokes with 
a hotwalker who isn't sound and knocks 
a handle of a hammer when he says he's 
never had a positive medication result. 

Kobiskie drives his double-cab, black 
pickup truck to the front side, cell phone 
interrupting Keith Urban and blue-tooth¬ 
ing its way onto the radio screen. The 
trainer parks on the apron, feet from the 
finish Hne, hanging from two rusty poles. 
It's all that is left from Bowie's racing days. 
The grandstand is gone. The toteboard 
is gone. The energy is gone. Perhaps it's 
because of his two years of active duty in 
the Marines or his four years of active duty 
at Bowie but Kobiskie doesn't notice that it 
looks Hke Baghdad. 

“I wouldn't trade this place for anywhere 
in Maryland," Kobiskie says. “They don't 


do much for the appearance but it's a good 
surface to train on. They keep asking me if 
I want to go to Laurel. I'm fine right here." 

Well, he is and he isn't. 

Kobiskie, who trains privately for Tom, 
Paula and Kaitkn Haughey's PTK LLC, 
earned leading trainer honors in Maryland 
for 2011. By the end of 2012, Kobiskie 
plans on going public, developing strings 
in Kentucky, Delaware and/or New York. 
Ideally, he would stay as private trainer for 
PTK in Maryland and go pubhc every¬ 
where else. 

Kobiskie, 33, won 58 races at the major 
Maryland meets in 2011, 21 more than 
Dale Capuano. Winning at a 28 percent 
cHp, Kobiskie sent out the winners of 105 
races (from 372 starts) during the year, tied 
for 32nd in races won in the nation. PTK 
won 104 races, fifth in the nation for races 
won. 

Primarily into claiming, PTK has 
changed its approach shghdy since 
Kobiskie signed a three-year contract in 
February 2008. The Haugheys have begun 
to allow Kobiskie to buy yearlings and 
develop them. 

In 2010, Kobiskie purchased 23 year- 
Hngs at Keeneland September—two of the 
least expensive. Softly Lit, for $3,200, and 
Lemon Juice, for $2,000, captured Laurel 
Park's SeHma Stakes and Laurel Futurity, 
respectively. 

“We don't buy great horses, I forgive 
what I can forgive. I can't buy [catalogue] 
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stopwatch and Starbuck's peppermint mocha in hand, Maryiand’s ieading trainer Dane Kobiskie 
kept his eyes on his charges at Bowie Training Center in January 


page but I try to buy as athletic a horse as I 
can get. Sometimes you get that Kentucky 
blood and bring it here and get lucky” 
Kobiskie said. ‘‘Hopefully we did it again 
this year, I think I bought even better year- 
Hngs this past year. HopefiiUy. Hopefully.” 

The Savage, Md., resident bought 16 
horses at Keeneland and two at Timonium 
in 2011. Educated with BiUy Santoro, the 
battalion of young horses balances the 
conveyor belt of claiming horses. 

“I hke developing the 2-year-olds but I 
love the claiming game, the whole chal¬ 
lenge to it,” Kobiskie said. “My owners 
love action, they love to win. Obviously 
everybody wants big horses, but they’re 
happy to win races. It’s got to be the best 
private job in the country. They’re Mid- 
Atlantic people, they’ll always have horses 
here but if I could get stalls in Kenmcky 
this year, they’re gung-ho in going, they 
want to branch out.” 

They can follow Kobiskie, who’s been 
branching out his whole life. 

The Wichita, Kan. native learned to 
ride, bareback, while herding cattle as a 
child. He was infatuated with horse racing 
since finding a stash of Sports Illustrated 
magazines in his uncle’s house as a kid (the 
Affirmed/Alydar saga happened to be in 
the pile) and watching the Triple Crown 
races on television with his grandmother. 

“As a kid, you dream about it, but you 
never know you can step into the game 
and be a part of it, just like, ‘I wish I could 
do that when I get older.’ I always dreamed 
about that,” Kobiskie said. “Every Saturday, 
my grandma and me would sit down and 
watch the races on the Derby trail, but 
honest to God, I never thought I’d find 
myself in it. But you get older you realize, 
you just want to do something.” 

Kobiskie graduated with an electronic 
tech degree after serving two years of 
active duty in the Marines. Honeywell 
Electronics sent him an acceptance letter, 
promising a $40/hour gig. 

Kobiskie, who hates electronics, had 
been applying to Taylor Made Farm’s 
internship program but hadn’t heard a 
word from the legendary Kentucky opera¬ 
tion. 

He read that contract from Honeywell 
and knew he had to make one last road 
trip before he took the safe route. An 
hour after opening the envelope, Kobiskie 
was on the road east to Kentucky, driving 
nearly 800 miles to make sure. 

“I met with Joe Taylor’s daughter and 
she blew me off, hke ‘Get out of here,’” 
Kobiskie said. “I’m getting in my truck and 
Joe Taylor saw my Marines sticker and says. 


‘Ooh-rah.’ He asked what I was doing and 
I explained it. He took me back to see his 
daughter and said, ‘Next position you have 
available, give it to him.’” 

Honeywell never got their man. 

Kobiskie worked at Taylor Made 
for about eight months before running 
into trouble for riding Japanese phenom 
Hishi Amazon bareback from her field on 
Christmas Day. Yeah, the Kansas Marine 
needed some pohsh. 

“I grew up in Kansas, they’re horses, I 
didn’t even know you put a blanket on a 
horse. I never rode with a saddle, I cut cat¬ 
tle bareback, it’s just how I rode,” Kobiskie 
said. “I swung up on her and let the baby 
follow her into the barn. The farm man¬ 


ager saw me and flipped. Joe Taylor called 
me into his office. He said, ‘Listen, if you 
can promise me you’re not going to do 
that again. . .’ I said, ‘Honestly, Joe, I can’t 
promise you.’ He kind of laughed and 
said. You know, I think you should go to 
Keeneland.’ ” 

Kobiskie hooked up with a couple 
of small trainers, began galloping horses, 
lived in the tackroom, blew his paycheck at 
the windows every week. 

He met Dale Jenkins (Rodney’s brother) 
at the 2-year-old sales and eventually trav¬ 
eled to Virginia to learn to be a black¬ 
smith. Kobiskie did hard labor there for 
about eight months before going back to 
the track. Stints with John Ward, Dallas

Stewart, Todd Fletcher, Mike Pino and 
Steve Asmussen followed. 

It wasn't pretty. 

Kobiskie said his nadir came when, sus¬ 
pected of steahng a car, he hid in a trailer 
at Turfway Park while state police searched 
for him. 

“I would gamble my whole check, it 
would be lost. I was living on Ramen 
Noodles, as long as I could have a bet, I 
was happy. That's why I was in trouble aU 
the time, I needed more money," Kobiskie 
said. “Everyone's got their demons, I was 
a gambhng addict. How I overcame that, 
I really don't know, but I was a gambhng 
addict. That was a real eye-opener, when I 
got in trouble with that car." 

A $700 bettor on Saturday and a $2 
bettor the rest of the week, Kobiskie 
needed an intervention. Asmussen and 
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Stewart helped Kobiskie out of that jam, 
Asmussen gave him an ultimatum. 

“Steve didn't hold it against me," Kobis¬ 
kie said. “But he said, A"ou need to do 
something with your hfe.' He took me right 
back and went from there." 

Kobiskie worked his way up to being 
Asmussen's first-call work rider, travehng 
to different racetracks and breezing the 
outfit's best horses. Kobiskie had ridden 
about 20 races in Oklahoma in 2002, but 
put that dream aside because of his battle 
with weight. 

“I gave up the idea. Then I was gallop¬ 
ing for Steve and working horses for him. 
Steve had a finicky horse, and I jokingly 
said to him I wanted to ride the horse in 
a race," Kobiskie said. “He said, Aeah.' I 
said, Aeah, but I can't get my weight down.' 
He said, d bet you can.'" 



About two months later, Kobiskie 
hooked up with top agent Steve Elsey. 
They won 40 races at Ellis Park that sum¬ 
mer, a title at Turfway Park before Kobiskie 
moved to Maryland—and that first trip to 
Bowie. 

Kobiskie won 290 races from 1,904 
mounts while picking his spots, mosdy for 
Scott Lake and Jenkins. Always struggling 
with his weight and always looking to being 
a trainer, Kobiskie wasn't afraid to decline 
mounts, take off mounts. His agents took 
him off more rides than they put him on, 
but riding was always a means to an end. 

This end. 

“I said when I started riding, d like riding, 
I don't love riding'. I wanted to use it as a 
stepping stone for training, get my name 
out there and put away the capital you 
need," Kobiskie said. “I rode for a couple 
more years than I thought I would, I was 
riding for Scott Lake and Rodney, they win, 
I wasn't a great rider but I could sit there 
and they were kind enough to put me on 
them."

Everything is education. Kobiskie 
learned the basic nuances of horses while 
herding cattle in Kansas. He learned handi¬ 
capping when he was attempting to be a 
gambler during his first stint on the race¬ 
track. Sure, he lost his paycheck every week, 
but he learned the craft as well. He learned 
how to manage horses from the trainers 
he galloped for over the years, singling 
Asmussen as the best. He learned plenty 
more as a jockey. 

Kobiskie says he trains lighter than 
Asmussen. He certainly runs his horses 
more often than most, shaking the estab¬ 
lishment by running horses back on short 
rest. Great Aztec won two races in three 
days at Laurel last October. 

From Charlottesville, Va., the Haugheys 
met Kobiskie when he was riding their 
horses for Rodney Jenkins. Originally 
involved in parmerships under trainer 
Ferris Allen, the family had horses with 
Jenkins and Laura Dennis when Kobiskie 
retired from riding. He started with 15 
horses, cleaned house, changed things and 



now trains 50 horses for the fifth leading 
owner in the country. 

And isn't finished. 

‘Hhis is a dream job, but I want more, I 
want 200 horses," Kobiskie said. “I want 
to be leading trainer in the U.S. in the next 
five to eight years, I would love to domi¬ 
nate, get to the Asmussen, Qamie] Ness 
numbers. Does that mean Fm going to 
train until I die? I don't know. I'm going 


to do it as long as I love it. I feel like right 
now I'm going to love it my entire Hfe, but 
if that ever changes. I'm going to change 
with it." ^ 
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Salty Romance, part of the Flying Zee Stable dispersal, set a record for a December sales horse when purchased for $260,000 by Blue Devil Racing. 


FLYING HIGH 
IN DECEMBER 

Fasig-Tipton Midlantic December Mixed sale 
soars with addition of Fiying Zee Stabie dispersai 
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Dundrum Farm spent $205,000 to buy a weanling colt by top 2011 freshman sire 
Hard Spun out of The Real Melody by Unbridled’s Song, from the Flying Zee dispersal. 


T he steady stream of major dispersals 
that made sales headlines in 2011 
ran through Maryland for the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic December Mixed sale in 
Timonium. 

The second phase of the Flying Zee 
Stable dispersal, counting nearly 100 horses 
from the estate of one of New York’s lead¬ 
ing breeders, the late Carl Lizza Jr., was the 
highlight of the Dec. 5 sale. But by the time 
the dispersal’s first offering, hip 285, 
entered the ring, the Midlantic sale had 
already proven an overall success. The dis¬ 
persal only propelled it skyward. 

The entire sale had gross receipts of 
$3,739,350 from 260 horses sold, creating a 
record sales average $14,382-a 135 per¬ 
cent jump over the 2010 average (the sale’s 
previous record average was $11,198 in 
1999, which was boosted by the dispersal 
of Phyllis and Bill Dixon’s Mea Culpa 
Stables). The 2011 median, at $5,200, was 
160 percent higher than one year ago, and 
the buyback rate dropped to 23 percent, 
the lowest since 2004. 

‘We were fortunate to have the Flying 
Zee horses. And with the New York con¬ 
nection. . . it gave the sale momentum,” 
said sales director Paget Bennett. “It got a 
lot of people in to look at horses. It was a 
great way to end the year.” 

Two Flying Zee horses brought six fig¬ 
ures. Topping the sale, at $260,000, was the 
now 11 -year-old broodmare Salty Romance. 
Sold in foal to Flying Zee Stable’s graded 
stakes-winning millionaire Cosmonaut (by 
Lemon Drop Kid), Salty Romance was 
purchased by trainer Carlos Martin, as 
agent, for Marc Holhday’s Blue Devil 
Racing. Salty Romance became the most 
expensive horse ever to sell at the Decem¬ 
ber mixed sale, surpassing the previous 
record of $240,000 for a Boston Harbor 
weanling sold in 1999 out of the Mea 
Culpa Stables dispersal. 

Martin, who had trained for Lizza for 
a number of years, was well aware of 
Salty Romance. “She had a lot of quality 
as a racehorse, I love her sire. Salt Lake, 
and she’s had foals with a lot of ability,” 
said Martin. “This mare, if bred to the 
right stallion, is capable of getting you a 
really top-class horse.” Salty Romance was 
shipped back to New York to Akindale 
Farm in Pawling after the sale. 

A stakes winner at 2 and graded stakes- 
placed at 3, Salty Romance (out of Checker- 
spot, by Affirmed) is the dam of three 
foals of racing age, including stakes-placed 
Luxury Appeal. Her just turned 3-year-old, 
Agave Kiss, won both starts at 2, including 


an easy win at Aqueduct four days before 
the sale. Salty Romance’s fiUy by Lemon 
Drop Kid sold for $375,000 at the Flying 
Zee yearhng dispersal in Kentucky in 
October. 

About a dozen of the horses of racing 
age sent through the ring were from Mar¬ 
tin’s barn—he was able to purchase two. 
“The New York-breds were selling tremen¬ 
dously high—it was tough to get horses at 
the sale. They were selling for about 20 to 
30 percent more than I thought they would,” 
added Martin. “It was pretty strong.” 

Dundrum Farm purchased the second 
most expensive offering, a Hard Spun 
weanling colt. A May foal, the bay is out of 
unraced The Real Melody (by Unbridled’s 
Song), a half-sister to stakes winners Penn 
Fifty Three and Duck Trap, the latter the 
granddam of champion She Be Wild. Also 
found under the second dam, Lilya’s for 
Real, is Canadian champion turf horse Port¬ 
cullis and Grade 1 winner Carson Hollow. 

Paris, Ky.-based Hidden Brook Farm 
managed the Flying Zee dispersal, from 


which 96 horses realized a total gross of 
$2,315,350. The dispersal accounted for 10 
of the 15 horses sold for $50,000 or more. 

The highest price for a horse not part 
of the dispersal was $92,000 for a weanling 
colt from the second crop of champion 
sprinter Midnight Lute. The New York- 
bred youngster, out of stakes winner 
Dancapade (by Polka), is a half-brother to 
stakes-placed $110,369-earner Cocodan 
and four other winners. The gray/roan colt 
was consigned by his breeder. Rhapsody 
Farm LLC, and Hidden Lake Farm LLC, 
and was purchased by Marshall Dowell. 

A Pennsylvania-bred wearding filly was 
the top-priced Mid-Atlantic-bred when 
David Ross bid $81,000 for the daughter 
of City Zip. Sold by her breeders, Rick and 
Dixie Abbott’s Charlton agency, the bay 
filly is the first foal for the couple’s home¬ 
bred stakes winner First Class Fever (by 
Stormin Fever).

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CARY JACKSON ESTATE DISPERSAL

H orses from the estate of the late 
Maryland sportsman Cary Jackson 
made up a second disperal in 
December. The now 15-year-old mare 
Carna, sold in foal to Lemon Drop Kid, 
brought the estate's top price, at $60,000, 
and was the highest-priced mare excluding 
those from Flying Zee Stable. Kentucky- 
based Machmer Hall made the purchase. 

Marshall Silverman, who had known 
Jackson since childhood and regularly 
sold horses for the longtime breeder 
over the past decade, was agent for the 
consignment. 

Carna was one of eight horses sent 
through the ring for the estate —seven 
sold, for an average of $14,457. Carna, 
purchased by Jackson in 2002 while carry¬ 
ing her first foal, is the dam of stakes win¬ 
ners Now It Begins and Nasty Rumor, 
the latter winner of the Crystal Rail 
Stakes at Calder in 2011. 

‘Tf Cary were stiU alive, Carna would 
have never gone through the sale," noted 
Silverman. ‘‘He was really excited about 
breeding her to Lemon Drop Kid and 
was hoping that the foal would have 
been the type of horse to go to Saratoga 
or Keeneland. He had always wanted 


to breed to Lemon Drop Kid, having 
been a friend of Laddie Dance and Jinny 
Vance [owners of the das sic-winning 
champion]." 

Jackson, who was 88 when he died 
in February 2011 on a return trip from 
Kentucky from injuries suffered in an 
automobile accident, was active in many 
sporting ventures, rode in the Maryland 
Hunt Cup earlier in his hfe, and was a 
regular participant in the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association's annual yearling 
show. He retired the show's grand cham¬ 
pion trophy in 2010 after taking top hon¬ 
ors three separate years. 

Jackson's wife, Ann, who exhibited a 
Dance With Ravens yearling at the 2011 
show and won the first class of the day, 
stiU owns that just-turned 2-year-old, who 
wasn't sold after injuring himself last 
summer. Ann Jackson owns a handful of 
her late husband's horses — those who did 
not sell or weren't put through a sale—and 
plans to maintain a small operation while 
the estate is being settled. 

Country Life Farm purchased a 
Malibu Moon daughter out of Carna 
from the dispersal for $25,000. The now 
3-year-old fiUy, named Moon Meeting 


Too, win be offered in a racing partner¬ 
ship in the spring and primed for a sum¬ 
mer campaign. “This [Carna] was one of 
Cary Jackson's best families, and I knew it 
was a hve family," noted Josh Pons. “The 
filly's half-sister [Now It Begins] sold well 
while in foal to Street Boss [for $105,000 
at a Keeneland November sale] and the 
foal she was carrying sold for $100,000 at 
Saratoga last summer. 

“Dispersals are good places to buy 
horses, and she's a big, pretty, powerful 
mare by Malibu Moon," added Pons, 
“And she has enough page to become a 
broodmare someday. 

“Cary was a big supporter of our 
stalhons —he bred to Carnivalay and 
Citidancer," noted Pons. “These guys, like 
Mr. [Hal] Clagett and Caty Jackson, were 
such staples in Maryland for so long, it’s 
sort of a passing of an old guard." 

“Cary will be missed," added Silver- 
man. “He was a true sportsman—he fox¬ 
hunted, raced steeplechase horses, raced 
on the flat. . . he bred and sold them. 
He did it because he loved it. We don’t 
have many of those kinda guys around 
anymore."

RUSSELL, KOBISKIE 
ENJOY 2011 RUN 
TO MARYLAND TITLES

quality seasons at Laurel Park and Pimlico Race Course to land their first year-end titles in the state. 


S heldon Russell and Dane Kobiskie 
concluded 2011 as Maryland’s overall 
champion jockey and trainer, respec¬ 
tively 

Russell won 126 races at Laurel and 
Pimlico during the year, taking each of the 
three riding titles (Laurel winter, Pimlico 
and Laurel fall). The 24-year-old won 10 
stakes in Maryland in 2011, including three 
with Eighttofasttocatch; Red’s Round 
Table and Concealed Identity provided 
two wins each. The hometown success was 
only part of the story for RusseU. 

‘Tt was nice to go the whole year injury- 
free, I was able to ride and get some really 
good experience. I think we visited over 
10 different tracks all around America and 
I was able to ride over 900 horses and win 
195 races, which is by far the best year I’ve 
had,” Russell said. ‘T definitely feel like it 
was a valuable year and I was able to learn 
and get better and stronger. I just hope we 
can have another year like it.” 

Julian Pimentel had 102 wins for the 
year, followed by 2010 leader Forest Boyce. 
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Erick Rodrigue 2 and Abel Castellano 
rounded out the top five. Russell rallied in 
the closing stages of Laurel’s fall meet to 
win that title over Pimentel, 55 to 52. 

‘We’ve worked hard in the mornings 
and gotten lucky in the afternoons,” said 
Russell, who has been a regular rider in 
Maryland since the fall of 2007. “The 
trainers who used me since I started have 
always given me another chance, no one 
has given up, that boosts you up, know¬ 
ing those good outfits are still going to 
use you.” 

Kobiskie dominated the yearly train¬ 
ers’ race, winning 58 races to best Dale 
Capuano by 21 victories. The 32-year-old, 
who trains privately for Paula, Tom and 
Kaitiin Haughey’s PTK LLC, collected 
stakes wins in the Laurel Futurity and 
SeHma Stakes. Tim Keefe, Chris Grove and 
John Rigattieri completed the top five. 

“This past year was the first year I’ve 
been able to run 2-year-olds that we bought 
as yearlings from a sale-our stakes winners 
and stakes-placed 2-year-olds I was able 


to purchase for less than $5,000 apiece,” 
Kobiskie said. “Twice with four different 
horses, I had those 2-year-olds run first 
and second as entries, once in the SeHma 
with Softly Lit and Embracing Hearts and 
also in the Charles Town Juvenile with 
Lemon Juice and Doe.” 

Kobiskie finished second behind Jamie 
Ness at Laurel’s fall meet while PTK LLC 
topped the owners’ standings for earnings. 
PTK LLC won 28 races for $483,780 to 
top Midwest Thoroughbreds, which led 
in wins (34). Sondra Bender enjoyed a 
productive meet, winning seven races for 
$252,900 in earnings. 

“I was very pleased with the year,” 
Kobiskie said. “Maryland has been ama 2 ing 
to me as a trainer, my owners are fantastic 
people and I look forward to an even stron¬ 
ger year in 2012 and hope to be a much 
stronger force in Delaware this summer.” 

KING AND CRUSADER 
WINS JUVENILE, DRAWS FIRE 

Rick Dutrow shipped James Riccio’s 
King and Crusader to Laurel for the 
$7 5,000 Maryland Juvenile Championship 
Stakes for state-bred runners on Dec. 17. 
The son of Lion Heart controUed the lead, 
lost the lead, then re-raUied to win by IH 
lengths over favorites GHb and Jack’s in 
the Deck. 

Bred by North Highland Farm, King 
and Crusader won for the second time 
in his five-race career, returning $34.60 
for the win. Dutrow and Riccio claimed 
King and Crusader from a $35,000 maiden 
claimer at Saratoga last August. He won his 
next start against $25,000 maiden claimers 
at Belmont in October. 

The enigmatic Dutrow failed to do it 
quietly, ehciting protests by several rival 
trainers who claimed King and Crusader 
arrived late to the track, thus receiving 
Lasix too late. Editor^s note: As this maga^iine 
was going to press, the stewards ruled on Jan. 11 
to disqualify King and Crusader. The result will he 
covered in more depth in the March issue. 

PLUM ADDS JUVENILE FILLY 
SCORE FOR DARK HOLLOW 

Dark Hollow Farm’s Plum raUied in the 
final stride to win the Maryland Juvenile 
FiUy Championship, the co-feamre on the 
final day of Laurel’s 2011 meet on Dec. 17. 
Travis Dunkelberger guided the daughter 
of Pure Pri 2 e for trainer Rodney Jenkins. 
Plum won by a head over More Than a 
Cruise with Bluegrass Atatude third. 

The homebred improved her career 
record to 3-for-4. She made her debut in 
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Around the Ovals

September, finishing second, before rat¬ 
tling off three consecutive wins. 

Dark Hollow’s David and JoAnn Hay¬ 
den tried to sell Plum but wound up racing 
her. 

‘We put her into the racing stable 
because nobody wanted to pay us the 
$40,000 we wanted for her at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic October Yearling Sale in 
2010,” David Hayden said. “We bought her 
back in for $35,000. All of us on the farm 
Hked her a lot and we knew that she had 
a very good way of going in the field and 
was the alpha in her group.” 

The Haydens bred Plum’s dam, Bamba, 
and sold the daughter of Not For Love for 
$4,700 as a yearling at Timonium. She won 
three races and placed in four stakes from 
H starts for owner/trainer John Scanlan. 

“We had been in touch with John and 
mentioned we would be interested in pur¬ 
chasing her when her racing career was 
over. John called us one day and said we 
had right of first refusal and offered her 
at $25,000,” David Hayden said. ‘We went 
to Laurel to pick her up that day. So far, 
it’s worked out well for us. She’s had three 
foals to race and they’re aU winners. We 
actually have [Plum’s] just-turned yearling 
fuU-sister.” 

In 2010, Dark Hollow offered Bamba, 
carrying that fuU-sister, at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic December mixed sale. 

“JoAnn refused to go to the sale 
because she didn’t want to sell the mare,” 
Hayden said. ‘When [Bamba] went into 
the ring and there was no action I bought 
her back in for $3,000. I thought that was 
money well spent to keep JoAnn happy 
and it made a great Christmas present for 
her as well.” 

Plum looks poised for a successful 
3-year-old season. 

“Our main goal for 2012 is to continue 
to keep her sound. Fortunately or unfortu¬ 
nately, she’s pretty much out of conditions 
so we’ll be looking for the softest stakes 
spots we can find,” Hayden said. “It’s 
going to be tough because this filly wants 
to go long. I’m leaving those decisions up 
to Rodney. So far, we’re more than pleased 
with what she’s accomplished and looking 
forward to having a lot more fun with her 
this year.”

VETERAN WHISTLE PIG 
HOMING IN ON $1 MILLION 
AT PARX RACING

I n his 12 th start of 2011 , veteran cam¬ 
paigner Whistle Pig found the winner’s 
circle and inched closer to millionaire 
status when he rallied from off the pace 
to win an optional claimer by a half-length 
on Nov 25. 

With Roberto Alvarado Jr. in the irons 
for trainer Andy Carter, the son of Patton 
lagged at the back of the six-horse field, as 
has been the case for most of his 61 -start 
career, through the opening half-mile of 
the 7-furlong contest. Coming around the 
far turn, he commenced a move that pro¬ 
pelled him to within striking distance of 
leader Harbor Kid, who had carved out 6 
furlongs in 1:08.58. In midstretch. Whistle 
Pig maneuvered through traffic, spht horses 


nearing the eighth pole, and burst clear to 
prevail in 1:21.53. 

The victory was his 17th Lifetime, and 
along the way he’s won seven stakes, includ¬ 
ing consecutive runnings of the Leematt 
Stakes and Presidentialaffair Handicap, and 
placed in 11 more. In 2008, he set a track 
record at Presque Isle Downs, 2 ipping 6^/2 
furlongs in 1:15.04. 

In the final start of his 7-year-old cam¬ 
paign, Whistle Pig just missed in a 6 -furlong 
allowance on Dec. 19, his patented late run 
falling short by a half-length. The purses he 
earned in the two late-season runs pushed 
his career bankroll to $999,497. 

Whistle Pig was bred in Pennsylvania 
by Betsy Houghton. His dam, Yanni’s Girl 


(by Commadore C.), is also the dam of 
Edger (11 wins, $218,742). Houghton and 
her husband, Ronnie, own Sylmar Farm in 
Christiana, Pa., and are consistently among 
the state’s leading breeders each year. 

WINNING IMAGE 
CAPTURES STAKES 

The aptly named Winning Image found 
the winner’s circle in fine fashion on the 
Nov. 25 card as she rolled to a 4!4-length 
score in the $75,000 Cornucopia Stakes. 

Trained by Michael Aro for Martin 
Scafidi, the daughter of Southern Image 
defeated a salty group of fillies and mares 
in the 6 -furlong stakes, which included 
recent Breeders’ Cup Filly and Mare 
Sprint-Gl contestant Golden Mystery and 
stakes winner Don’tgetsuspicious. 

Under Jose Caraballo, Winning Image 
was timed in a swift 1:08.08. Romantic 
Cuvee was second and Don’tgetsuspicious 
third. 

It was the fifth lifetime win from 11 
starts for Winning Image, and her first 
stakes score. Prior to the Cornucopia, she 
had placed in three stakes, most recently 
the Mongo Queen at Monmouth Park in 
September. 

Winning Image, now 5, is the first add- 
ed-money winner from the stakes-winning 
Apollo mare Harvest Girl, and has earned 
$123,605. 

SEMI-RETIRED, BLACK 
STILL RIDING WINNERS 

Jockey Tony Black was once the most 
prolific jockey at Philadelphia Park (now 
Parx), taking the mount in 1,000 races 
or more for many years in the 1980s and 
1990s. But the flood of mounts slowed to 
a trickle in 2011 as Black, 60, has entered a 
phase of semi-retirement. 

The Mount Holly, N.J., native had rid¬ 
den just 14 races through Dec. 22 with 
his second victory coming Nov. 28 aboard 
Dixie Dandy Stable’s Brooklyn Cowboy, 
trained by Richard Vega. In the $49,250 
maiden special weight at 6 furlongs. Black 
displayed some of his old pi 22 a 22 and 
aggression, sending Brooklyn Cowboy 
straight to the lead while racing just off the 
rail, opening a 3-length lead on the turn, 
and thwarting a bid by Cold Precision to 
move up along the inside, and driving to 
the wire under strong encouragement in 
1:10.48. 

^‘I keep saying my riding career is done,” 
said Black, ^‘but when I won this race it was 
just as exciting as if it was my first time.”

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Black’s first trip to the winner’s circle 
came 41 years ago at now-defunct Liberty 
Bell Park, aboard Stand by Me. That vic¬ 
tory launched Black to a career which saw 
him record several important milestones, 
including his 5,000th win at Philadelphia 
Park on May 1, 2006. 

Also among his notable accomplish¬ 
ments in the saddle was winning nine 
races in a row in 1993, which tied a 
North American record set in 1930, as weU 
as being the regular hder for champion 
sprinter My Juliet. He is the all-time leading 
rider at Parx, and this summer was induct¬ 
ed into its newly created HaU of Fame. 

Lifetime through Dec. 22, Black won 
5,191 races from 33,798 mounts, finished 
second 4,497 times and third 4,360 times, 
and earned $62,786,324. He currendy 
ranks 22nd on the list of all-time jockeys. 

Black noted that he is still in awe of the 
purse sHes at the Bensalem oval, which 
have been gready indated within the last 
five years thanks to slots revenue. 

‘When I see $12,500 maidens running 
for over $25,000 pots, and $5,000 claimers 
running for $22,000 pots, it makes me real- 
ize that I just came around too soon,” he 
said. ‘T wonder if they can pay me retro¬ 
actively.” 

CARMOUCHE FINDS SUCCESS, 
EYES MOVE TO NEW YORK 

As 2011 came to a close, Kendrick 
Carmouche did something that no other 
jockey at Parx Racing had ever done-col¬ 
lect a fourth consecutive riding tide. 

The 27-year-old native of Vinton, La., 
maintained a commanding lead in the 
jockeys’ standings aU year, hitting at a 
25-percent winning clip and 55-percent in- 
the-money rate. His mounts cracked the $5 
million mark in earnings in mid-December. 

“I didn’t realize I was going to set a 
record with four consecutive riding tides 
until somebody brought it to my attention,” 
said Carmouche, who won the 2,000th race 
of his career at Parx in September. “I can’t 
believe it. And it’s very hard to do at a year- 
round racetrack, because you have so many 
riders come through here during the year.” 

Carmouche comes from a racing fam¬ 
ily—his father, Sylvester, is a successful 
jockey on the Louisiana/Texas/Oklahoma 
circuit, while his brother Sylvester III is 
also a jockey. Although he is still young 
himself, Carmouche is looked upon as a 
leader to the apprentices and younger rid¬ 
ers in the Parx jockeys’ room. 

“They look to me for advice and as a 
mentor,” he said. “There are a lot of riders

here with talent, and out on the racetrack 
we have a lot of respect for each other.” 

This year may bring change for 
Carmouche, however. He intends to move 
his tack to New York, and many feel he wiU 
succeed. He rode in the 2011 Breeders’ 
Cup at Churchill Downs and also regularly 
takes mounts for prominent out-of-town 
trainers when they ship to Bensalem. 

“I have accomplished everything I can 
at Parx, thanks to the support of the own¬ 
ers and trainers here,” he said. “I’m ready 
to make the change, but I also know that 
when you go across the bridge, it’s a differ¬ 
ent ballgame.” 

POLLARD’S BOY TAKES 
PENNSYLVANIA NURSERY 

Thomas McClay and Mohns Plill Farm’s 
Pollard’s Boy launched a wide move around 
the mrn and swept to a 2 V 2 length vic¬ 
tory in the $75,000 Pennsylvania Nursery 
Stakes for 2-year-old Pennsylvania-bred 
colts and geldings on Dec. 10. 


With Penn National-based Dana 
Whimey in the irons for trainer Bernie 
Houghton, the gelded son of Pollard’s 
Vision caught leader Traffic Light inside 
the eighth pole and earned his first added- 
money win, timed in 1:24.45 for the 7 fur¬ 
longs over a fast track. Traffic Light hung 
tough for second, 10 lengths to the better 
of third-place Ill Conceived. 

In his previous start, Pollard’s Boy had 
thrown in the only clunker of his career, 
finishing off the board in the Toccet Stakes 
at Aqueduct. 

“I’m not quite sure what happened in 
New York, but today I told the jockey to 
cover him up,” said Houghton, the son of 
prominent Pennsylvania breeders Betsy 
and Ronnie Houghton. “It looked like he 
had a ton of horse from the minute he 
came out of the gate.” 

Pollard’s Boy was purchased privately 
by McClay and Ed Price of Mohns Hill 
Farm from his breeder, Denise McHenry- 
Dommel. From six starts, he’s won three 
times and earned $104,080. ^

OUR KHRYSTY HELPS 
PENN-BASED RENPHER 
HIT HOME RUN AT SALE

Our Khrysty was always an overachiever for Penn National-based Renpher Stable. A Grade 3 stakes winner 
of $313,260, the daughter of Newfoundland was sold by the stable as a broodmare in November for $600,000. 


R enpher Stable, headed by Brooklyn, 
N.Y., native Bob Oliva, enjoyed an 
immensely profitable 2011 at its 
home base on the Penn National back- 
stretch. Not only did a filly that Renpher 
campaigned through 2010, Our Khrysty, 
sell for an astronomical sum as an in-foal 
broodmare at auction in November, but 
the wins and placings at the track just kept 
coming. 

A recent victory by a Renpher Stable 
runner came on Dec. 15, when Because 
of Me, a daughter of Whywhywhy, broke 
her maiden in her fifth start in a $31,000 
maiden special weight for 2-year-old fillies. 

Grabbing the lead from the start. 
Because of Me won virtually unchallenged 
in the 5V2-furlong contest, widening her 
advantage to 4 lengths around the turn 
and into the homestretch, and then, when 
geared down, flashed under the wire D/i 
lengths in front of Chickamaugain 1:05.33. 

Because of Me is trained by Kimberly 
A. Graci, daughter of longtime leading 


New Jersey-based trainer J.J. Graci, and was 
ridden by Luis Belmonte. She was bred in 
Kentucky by E.H. Beau Lane. 

OHva, who lives in Palmyra, Pa., not far 
from Penn National, picked Because of 
Me out at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic May 
sale of 2-year-olds in training, and signed 
the ticket for $20,000. 

‘‘She was a really good-looking filly 
and she trained well,” said OUva. “We had 
a $20,000 budget, and hit the price right 
on the nose.” The filly earned $37,140 for 
the year. 

OHva has had good luck buying horses 
in that price range. In 2008, he plucked Our 
Khrysty, a daughter of Newfoundland, out 
of the same sale at Timonium for $25,000, 
and syndicated her among 12 other part¬ 
ners, a few of whom got into the deal for 
as Htde as 3 percent of the purchase price. 

But once at Penn National, tragedy 
struck. The fiUy’s groom, Khrystina Bixa, 
24, was kiUed about a month later in a 
domestic violence incident. OHva decided 


to honor the young woman by naming the 
fiUy after her. 

The stars seemed aHgned for Our 
Khrysty from the very beginning of her 
career. She broke her maiden at Penn 
National in her first start, winning by 9 
lengths, and then for the next two years 
proceeded to win three stakes, including 
the Grade 3 Turnback the Alarm Handicap 
at Belmont Park, place in six more, and 
earn $313,260. 

After a second in the Grade 2 Top FHght 
Handicap at Aqueduct in November 2010, 
Our Khrysty developed a minor injury— 
and began another career path. 

“With the breeding season upon us, we 
decided to retire her, rather than bring her 
back to the races,” OHva said. “I wanted 
to breed her to Ti 2 now, because her half- 
brother BuUsbay [a son of Ti 2 now now 
standing at Northview StalHon Station in 
Chesapeake City, Md.] was a Grade 1 
winner, and the foal she would produce 
would be a three-quarters brother to him. 
Because Ti 2 now was standing for $75,000, 
it took a while to convince aU the syndicate 
members to go into their pockets, but ulti¬ 
mately it worked in our favor.” 

Renpher Stable entered Our Khrysty in 
Fasig-Tipton Kentucky’s eHte November 
sale, with Darby Dan Farm as agent, and 
aU associated with the mare were stunned 
when the bidding began. 

“We put a $300,000 reserve on her, and 
the bidding went up to a half-miUion so 
fast it was unbeHevable,” said OHva. The 
final price was $600,000, to Blue Heaven 
Farm in Kentucky. 

OHva said he beHeves the price was 
the highest ever for a horse that had been 
stabled at Penn National throughout its 
career, but has been unable to verify that. 
Any way you look at it, the sale was a home 
run for Renpher and its partners and a 
great advertisement for those who might 
want to get into horse ownership with 
Hmited finances. 

Renpher began as a Hmited partnership 
in 2003, and has expanded to more than 
135 parmers from across the country. As 
for OHva, he grew up wanting to be a 
jockey and worked for eventual Hall of 
Fame trainer PG. Johnson in New York 
before shelving his racing ambitions for a 
business career. While with XO Commun¬ 
ications, he played a vital role in restoring 
fiber optics in lower New York City in the 
aftermath of the September 11 attacks. He 
was part of the mayor’s task force and 
received recognition for his “sense of

BEYOND THE RACETRACK NEWS 

• An unusual incident occurred on 
the morning of Dec. 12, when a 52-year- 
old man was found running in front of 
horses during morning workouts. Track 
security advised Robert Todd Curry that 
he was trespassing and asked him to 
leave the grounds, which he refused to 
do. Pennsylvania State Police were sum¬ 
moned and a struggle ensued, resulting 
in Curry being charged with criminal 
trespass, resisting arrest and disorderly 
conduct. State police stated that Curry 
placed himself, others and horses in dan¬ 
ger, and he was taken to Dauphin County 
Prison after failing to post $2,000 bail. 

• After a lengthy investigation into a 

fire that erupted at the Hollywood Casino 
at Penn National in August, state police 
charged a 44-year-old Elisabethtown man 
with criminal mischief and causing or 
risking catastrophe. Gerald Boucard was 
arraigned before District Judge Lowell A. 
Witmer and released on a $10,000 unse¬ 
cured bail. Boucard allegedly set fire to a 
large box of potato chips stored on the 
fourth floor of the casino. It caused the 
building, which housed 2,000 people at 
the time, to be evacuated and that night’s 
live racing card to be cancelled, with total 
damages in excess of $40,000. ^

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TALENTED JUVENILE 
NAVY CHAPEL REWARDS 
RUNCO WITH STAKES 
WINS AT CHARLES TOWN

A s Susan Runco watched homebred 
filly Navy ChapeFs 2-year-old cam- 
I ^aign unfold last year with win after 
impressive win as an impromptu sprinter, 
the future occupied the owner's mind. 

Navy Chapel, after all, was always 
meant as a distance horse and Runco -who 
owns and operates Coleswood Farm along 
with husband and veteran trainer Jeff 
Runco—waited patientiy for the preco¬ 
cious filly to get her first shot at a race lon¬ 
ger than AVi furlongs. When it finally did 
happen, the 7-furlong Tri-State Futurity 
at Charles Town on Nov. 5 wasn't exactly 
an ideal situation. Coming just three weeks 
after Navy Chapel's final foray as a sprinter, 
that race forced her to batde a short train¬ 
ing window and a field of talented colts. 
Navy Chapel managed to finish second 
that night for the Runcos and co-breeder/ 
co-owner H. Ned Glasser. 

“It's just the timing wasn't good for that 
race," Susan Runco said. ‘We just didn't 
feel Like we had her quite ready coming 
off those 414-furlong races, and a filly 
running against colts is always tough. She 
didn't break the sharpest and she had a 
wide trip—nothing major, just a lot of little 
things. She stiU tried and she ran wed, so 
we were happy with her effort. We weren't 
disappointed in her, by any means." 

On Dec. 17 in the $50,000 Eleanor 
Casey Memorial Stakes, Navy Chapel got 
another chance to prove the Runcos right. 
Against eight fedow West Virginia-bred 
2-year-old tildes. Navy Chapel was more 
than up to the task this time as she surged 
to the front with a quarter-mile to go 
and bree 2 ed through the stretch for a 
1 Fa-length victory under J.D. Acosta. As 
is typical in the tight confines at Charles 
Town, Navy Chapel had a few navigational 


moments. The Chapel Royal tidy brushed 
Kick Ash leaving the starting gate, but 
soon settled just off the pace. 

“Yeah, the deal was just sit behind 
the lead and not go all the way to the 
rail because the [dirt] was kind of deep," 
Acosta said. “So we tried to stay tike two, 
three wide. That's what I was doing ad the 
way around." 

Content to tag along behind early lead¬ 
ers Pagan Jewel and Can't Run a Jump, 
Navy Chapel was widing enough when 
Acosta did ask for more at the 3-furlong 
pole. 

“When I asked her, she took off but 
those two horses in front of me, they start 
running, too, so they don't give up," Acosta 
said. “I had to just put pressure a Httle bit 
on [Can't Run a Jump] in the middle and 
just take her out of there, but I didn't want 
to bother her enough to take me down. I 
just wanted to go to the rad. When we took 
on the last eighth of a mde we were on the 
rail and I was a dttle bit concerned because 
I ready didn't want to be right there, but I 
didn't want to give anyone the chance to 
go to the rad." 

As a prohibitive 1-10 favorite. Navy 
Chapel's victory in 1:30.27 on a fast track 
was hardly a surprise to anyone at Charles 
Town. Rita Haywood made a sodd late bid 
and closed strong to finish second, whde 
Ok Listen Up was third 

“She got out just a tick slow, then 
got right in contention as they kind of 
bunched up a dttle bit in the first turn," 
Jeff Runco said. “[Acosta] had to use her 
just a dttle bit to get some position, then 
she settled in nice there, where I thought 
she would be—I thought she woHd land 
about third. J.D. waited, then when he 
asked her she responded great. She got to 


looking around and loafing a dttle bit once 
she got in front, but we still had plenty of 
horse left." 

And that was always the idea when 
it came to Navy Chapel's breeding. The 
Runcos acquired her dam, talented Florida- 
based tidy A Penny Saved, in foal to 
Aptimde at Keeneland November in 2006. 
That Aptimde tidy. Count Your Pennies, 
has been “useful" for the Runcos, with 
$82,598 earned so far. But Count Your 
Pennies is an off-the-pace closer, com¬ 
pletely undke her hard-charging younger 
sister. 

“That's not who we would have bred 
her to, but that's the way she came," Susan 
Runco said of the Aptimde connection. 
‘We bred her to Chapel Royal two years 
after-she aborted the year in between-so 
she's got a 4-year-old and a 2-year-old [in 
2011 ]." 

A daughter of Pentedcus, A Penny 
Saved had won a couple stakes as a suc¬ 
cessful runner in Florida and it was that 
cross that intrigued the Runcos. Two years 
after acquiring A Penny Saved, the Runcos 
made the match with Florida-based Chapel 
Royal. 

“It was just a great match for this mare 
on paper, and physicady it was a good 
match because Chapel Royal's ready an 
exceptional-looking horse and he matched 
up with this mare in a lot of ways," Susan 
Runco said. 

With dttle prospect of racing Navy 
Chapel in the winter, Susan Runco said the 
tentative plan was to just see how the dark 
bay tidy develops and grows heading into 
her 3-year-old season. There is stid more 
distance abidty there, the Runcos bedeve, 
and just how much more should be appar¬ 
ent by the spring. 

“She's the best 2-year-old tidy I think 
we've ever had," Jeff Runco said. “She's 
good, she's 4-out-of-5 and second against 
the boys. I mean, you can't ask for any 
more. She's made $140,000—it doesn't get 
much better than that." 

FIGPENN CLEANS UP IN FUTURITY 

The chesmut gelding Figpenn posi¬ 
tioned himself as a horse to be reck¬ 
oned with this season after closing out his 
2-year-old campaign with a flourish. 

Ray M. Pennington Ill's homebred run¬ 
ner claimed the 7-furlong West Virginia 
Fumrity for state-bred juveniles on Nov. 
26, winning by IVi lengths in 1:28.15 under 
Travis Dunkelberger. Trained by Olde Fig- 
gins III-which explains the name-the son 
of Tenpins dealt with early traffic to move

JIMMY AVERY 

James T. (Jimmy) Avery a Thoroughbred 
trainer in the Mid-Atlantic region for more 
than a quarter-century before his retire¬ 
ment in 2003, died on Dec. 10 at age 74. 

Primarily a Maryland claiming trainer, 
Mr. Avery saddled his first horse in 1976 
and was credited with 115 victories over 
a 28-year career. Among his more notable 
runners was City Charmer, whom he sent 
out to win a maiden special weight at 
Delaware Park by 21 lengths, and sohd 
allowance runners Miss Sock Hop and 
Rangeley Lady—aU owned by longtime cli¬ 
ent Ron Mather. 

Mr. Avery was also sought after as an 
exercise rider, noted his wife, trainer Terri 
Thompson. Married nearly nine years ago, 
Mr. Avery and Ms. Thompson had been 
together for the past 25 years, and broke 
and trained horses together during that 
time at a family farm in Sparks, Md. The 
couple resided in Shrewsbury, Pa. 



BILL GILBERT 

WiUiam P. (Bdl) Gilbert, who with his wife 
Trish owned and operated Church Mouse 
Meadows, a well-known commercial train¬ 
ing operation in Churchville, Md., died at 
his home on Dec. 22. He was 77. 

A native of Philadelphia, Pa., Mr. Gil¬ 
bert began working with horses at vari¬ 
ous show stables before moving on to 
hunter barns, steeplechasers and flat run¬ 
ners, and once worked under noted trainer 
Morris Dixon. Mr. Gilbert met his wife 
through hunting, they married in 1971, and 
together they turned 405-acre Walnut HaU 
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Farm in Virginia’s Shenandoah Valley into 
a training center for Thoroughbreds and 
three-phase sport horses. 

In 1983, the Gilberts moved their Thor¬ 
oughbred training operation to Maryland, 
purchasing Betty Worthington’s farm in 
Churchville when the breeder of Jameela 
exited the business. Noted Mr. Gilbert 
in a Maryland Horse article in May 1984: 
‘‘Most of our clients down in Virginia 
were already Maryland people anyway, so 
it only made sense to move up here where 
the racing is. Sonny Hine, who trains the 
Cohens’ horses, is a longtime client and 
we also have horses for Jim Simpson and 
Toughy Hacker.” 

The Gilberts retired from the busi¬ 
ness about six years ago. Church Mouse 
Meadows has been leased and remains a 
training facility. Trish Gilbert continues to 
be active as a licensed official for three-day 
competitions and has an appointed seat on 
the Maryland Horse Industry Board. 



HENRY STERN 

Longtime steeplechase owner Henry Stern 
died on Dec. 27. He was 88. 

Mr. Stern lived in Richmond, Va., and 
headed a building/development company 
responsible for successful projects in his 
hometown. But he was best known for a 
horse, Saluter. The timber stalwart won 
the Virginia Gold Cup a record six times, 
1994-’99, and set a National Steeplechase 
Association record for timber victories, 
with 21. 


Mr. Stern got into racing on somewhat 
of a lark. He had attended the Strawberry 
Hill Races in Richmond for years. He dis¬ 
cussed what it would take to own a horse 
with bloodstock agent Tyson Gilpin, who 
suggested Mr. Stern call trainer Jack Fisher. 

“He called me out of the blue and said 
he wanted to win the Deep Run Hunt Cup 
[then the feamre at Strawberry Hill, but a 
relatively minor race],” said Fisher. “People 
usually want to win bigger races, more 
important races. The Deep Run Hunt 
Cup? We could do that.” 

The owner’s first horse, Caronee, won 
the race in 1991 and the hook was set. Mr. 
Stern’s horses, running in his wife Ann’s 
name, went on to earn just shy of %2 mil¬ 
lion in U.S. steeplechase races. Four-time 
timber champion Saluter led the way with 
$429,489, not including a $100,000 bonus 
and English purse money for winning the 
short-hved World Timber Championship 
of the Virginia Gold Cup and Britain’s 
Marlborough Cup. Stablemates Darn 
Tipalarm and Paradise’s Boss each won 
nine races and more than $300,000. 

Mr. Stern was bornin 1923 in Richmond, 
graduated from Dartmouth College, then 
served in the Navy during World War 11. 
He was active on many boards, includ¬ 
ing the National Steeplechase Association, 
Boy Scouts, Chesapeake Bay Foundation, 
and University of Richmond, and was a 
national trustee of Ducks Unlimited. 

Among Mr. Stern’s survivors is Ann, his 
wife of 61 years.

a successful trainer in his native Ireland, 
died on Dec. 23 at the age of 68. 

Mr. O’Brien won the National Steeple¬ 
chase Association jockey championship in 
1972 and rode such standouts as Hall of 
Famer Cafe Prince, champion Athenian 
Idol and stakes winner Wustenchef for 
trainer Jonathan Sheppard. In the 1974 
Carohna Cup, Athenian Idol fell with 
O’Brien and left the jockey paralyzed, con¬ 
fined to a wheelchair. 

He remrned to Ireland and embarked 
on a training career that included high¬ 
lights such as Bright Highway’s historic 
victories in the Mackeson Gold Cup and 
Hennessy Gold Cup in 1980. Mr. O’Brien 
trained three winners of the Irish Grand 
National-King Spruce, Vanton and Glebe 
Lad. He retired as a trainer in 2009. 

Mr. O’Brien’s brother, Leo, also a for¬ 
mer American jump jockey and currently 
a trainer in New York, made headlines in 
1991 when he sent Fourstars AUstar to 
Ireland to win the Irish Two Thousand 
Guineas and become the first American- 
trained horse to win a European classic. 

RICHARD DAVIDSON 

Richard (Dickie Bird) Davidson, 63, a long¬ 
time hauler of horses through Maryland- 
based Birdland Horse Transportation in 
Pikes town, died on Nov. 20. 

The resident of Elk Mills, Md., also was 
a licensed trainer who, for certain clients, 
would saddle runners he shipped out of 
state. 

Mr. Davidson earned a place in Mary¬ 
land racing lore when he drove the van 


that ferried Concern and trainer Richard 
(Dickie) Small to Churchill Downs for the 
1994 Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl. Concern 
arrived in Louisville before dawn on Nov. 
4, 1994, and some 36 hours later became 
the first Maryland-bred and based horse to 
win the Classic. 

DR. JOHN F. PEACOCK 

Longtime Thoroughbred veterinarian Dr. 
John F. (Forrest) Peacock died Dec. 30 
from fiver cancer. The Elkton resident 
was 70. 

Dr. Peacock was the examining veteri¬ 
narian for the Maryland Racing Commis¬ 
sion from 1980 to 2011, when he retired 
for health reasons. 

A practicing veterinarian in Delaware 
and Camden, S.C., Dr. Peacock later held 
the position of examining veterinarian 
for the state commissions in New York, 
Delaware and Pennsylvania, as well as 
Maryland. 

Born in Asheville, N.C., Dr. Peacock 
grew up in Weaverville, N.C., before gradu¬ 
ating from North Carolina State University 
in 1963. He received his veterinary degree 
from the University of Georgia in 1967.

GRADED WINNER BIHEL ROAD 
JOINS SQUAD AT NAYLEE FARM 



B ittel Road, a three-time stakes winner 
by top sire Stormy Atlantic, has been 
moved to Naylee Farm in Summit 
Point, W.Va., for the 2012 season. Now 6, 
Bittel Road will stand for $1,500 Hve foal, 
with special consideration to approved 
mares. 


Bittel Road became one of the first of 
11 stakes winners from Stormy Atlantic’s 
2006 crop when he captured Saratoga’s 
With Anticipation Stakes in his second 
start at 2. Sent out by trainer Todd Fletcher 
for owners James Scatuorchio and John 
Iracane, Bittel Road proved tough to the 


end of the F/ie-mile turf test, battling to 
the wire to win by a head. In his first start, 
a 6-furlong maiden special weight on the 
mrf at Belmont Park, he had a much easier 
trip, winning by 314 lengths under a vigori- 
ous hand ride and stopping the clock in 
1:08.95. 

In just his third outing, Bittel Road won 
the Grade 3 Bourbon Stakes at Keeneland 
over 11 rivals, including Giant Oak. 
Reserved near the back of the large field, 
the youngster produced a burst of speed 
to get up in the final strides in the F/ie-mile 
stakes over firm mrf 

Bittel Road made six starts at 2, adding 
a runner-up effort in Hollywood Park’s 
Generous Stakes-G3 on the mrf He con¬ 
cluded his season with a fourth in Holly¬ 
wood Park’s CashCall Fumrity-Gl to Pio- 
neerof the Nile, I Want Revenge and Choc¬ 
olate Candy over the all-weather surface. 

The next season, Bittel Road was victo¬ 
rious in Aqueduct’s 1 -mile Monarch’s Maze 
Stakes on the main track. He won four 
times in 11 starts for earnings of $336,194. 

Bittel Road is out of the winning Sultry 
Song mare Sultry Sal, a full sister to graded 
stakes winner Top Notch Lady ($382,524, 
Bourbonette Breeders’ Cup S-G3, etc.) and 
graded stakes-placed Killer Image, as well 
as a half-sister to Eishin Concord, a mil¬ 
lionaire in Japan. Bittel Road’s second dam, 
stakes winner Ocean Breeze, is by the Bold 
Ruler horse Blade. 

Retired late in the 2011 breeding sea¬ 
son to a farm in Indiana, Bittel Road was 
bred to six mares, of which five have been 
reported in foal. 


NAYLEE ADDS GLOBAL FORCE 


G lobal Force, a miUion-dollar sales 
yearhng and son of leading sire 
Giant’s Causeway, has joined the stal¬ 
lion roster at Naylee Farm in Summit 
Point, W.Va. The 5-year-old bay stands his 
first season for $2,000 hve foal, with spe¬ 
cial consideration to approved mates. 

A member of one of the most illus¬ 
trious famihes in the smd book. Global 
Force is out of the Mr. Prospector mare 
Debit Account, a half-sister to $541,564 
earner Anguilla (Black Helen H-G2, Mrs. 
Revere S-G2, etc.), additional stakes win¬ 
ner Kashgar and stakes-placed Ahve With 


Hope (the dam of Grade 1 winner and 
$793,767-earner America Ahve). The 
female hne traces back directly to the 
Phipps family’s stellar mare Intriguing.

WHAT IS MHBA’S PAG? 

It IS a political action committee formed by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary con¬ 
tributions from individuals or corporations to support issues 
or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of 
Maryland who are interested in the problems of our industry 
and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse rac¬ 
ing, an industry which is closely regulated by state govern¬ 
ment. In addition, while not well understood, horse breeding 
is an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. 
The economic well-being of racing and breeding is very much 
a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of 
our industry that we educate our elected official and support 
those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its trea¬ 
surer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent 
supporting issues as selected by a committee headed by 
the chairperson of the MHBA Legislative Committee. 
Any administrative expense will be paid by the MHBA. 
Reports of PAC contributions must be filed with the State 
Administrative Board of Election Laws and are a matter of 
public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to 
a single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in 
any given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the 
PAC must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

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Rookie sires add life 
to state's stallion roster

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First-year sires in Mary¬ 
land? Now? Why? 

Josh Pons and Billy Boni¬ 
face say why not. The two 
men added Friesan Fire and 
Etched to the state's stallion 
roster for the 2012 season and 
are enthused-economic cli¬ 
mate and industry struggles 
be damned. The stallions fit. 

Etched is owned by Dar- 
ley and won $587,586 on the 
track. The son of Forestry 
won three graded stakes. His 
dam Unbridled Elaine earned 
more than $1.7 million. His 
half-brother. Out of Bounds, is 
on the Triple Crown trail. His 
sire produced 2011 Preakness 
Stakes-Gl winner Shackleford 
and stands for $12,500 in Ken¬ 
tucky. Etched joins Mojave 
Moon on the stallion roster 
at Bonita Farm in Darlington, 
and stands for $3,500. 

Friesan Fire was the favor¬ 
ite for the 2009 Kentucky Der- 
by-Gl. The son of A.P. Indy 
captured the Louisiana Derby- 
G2 and earned $679,356. He's 
co-owned by the Pons fam¬ 
ily's Country Life Farm, Vin¬ 
ery and Rick Porter's Fox Hill 
Farm. In a switch, Friesan Fire 
(whose female family hails 
from Australia) will stand at 
Merryland Farm for $4,000. 

They are the two biggest 
new names on the Maryland

stallion roster, which also in¬ 
cludes first-year sires Cuba (a 
son of Not For Love) at Royal 
Wux Farm in Chestertown and 
Admiral Alex (Afleet Alex) at 
Shamrock Farms in Woodbine. 

Pons said 60 mares had 
committed to Friesan Fire by 
early January, and he expects 
the number to reach 100. Talk 
started last fall between Porter 
and Pons' brother Mike. 

"They were both staying at 
the Griffin Gate Hotel in Lex¬ 
ington for the [Keeneland] 
September sale and kept 
bumping into each other in 
the business center," Josh 
Pons said. "It's just timing and 
doing the homework. That's 
where it originated. They kept 
talking, we went out to see the 
horse and it just made sense to 
Vinery and to Rick Porter to 
put a pretty damn nice horse 
in Maryland." 


And now Friesan Fire re¬ 
sides in the two-stall stallion 
barn at Merryland in Hydes. 
For 10 years, the historic farm 
has been a training center and 
a second phase to Country 
Life-providing a base for rac¬ 
ing partnerships, a breaking/ 
training operation and more. 
Now, it will return to breed¬ 
ing while Country Life rests. 
Just four riding horses now 
live at the Bel Air farm, which 
has been re-seeded, fertilized, 
refurbished. 

"We left the fields alone 
and round-baled almost 600 
bales off it [in 2011]," Pons 
said. "The fields have never 
looked better. They look like 
farm fields again, not just 
horse pastures. There is an 
emptiness to the farm, but it 
has had horses on it for almost 
80 years and really needed the 
break. When you look at it. 


we're laying down a future for 
the farm." 

The Merryland operation is 
bustling, however, and helps 
Pons sell his new stallion to 
potential breeders stopping 
by the farm to see horses in 
training. For his part, Friesan 
Fire has settled in and taken 
his place. 

"I love his temperament, 
he's a really smart horse," 
Pons said. "You look at him 
and think he had 150,000 peo¬ 
ple staring at him on Derby 
Day and filming his every 
move for a week before the 
race. He's like some friend 
of yours who played in some 
really important game. You 
watched him play and you re¬ 
alize nothing's going to rattle 
him, ever. He's got that calm 
about him and you know he 
must have been some kind of 
competitor to have played in 
that game." 

Up the road at Bonita, 
Etched gets credit for the best 
stallion advertising photo of 
2012-a leg-stretching gallop 
across his paddock at Bonita. 
Behind him stands a stately 
tree and the grapevines that 
someday will be bottles of 
Chateau Bonita or another 
blend of the farm's wine. 

Before him, yet unseen, is a 
stallion career-which came to 
be via conversations between 
Boniface and Darley's Char¬ 
lie Boden through trainer A1 
Stall's wife Nicole (a former 
Bonita employee and long¬ 
time family friend). 


"When the Maryland Stal¬ 
lion Station stallions moved 
out of here, it gave us an op¬ 
portunity to step back and 
look at what we have," said 
Boniface. "We've got a brood¬ 
mare band, we've got mares 
for clients. What were we 
looking for in stallions? Could 
the mares stay here rather 
than go to Kentucky or some¬ 
where else? What would fit in 
a regional market?" 

Boniface was looking for a 
miler, a horse with a dirt pedi¬ 
gree (too much turf around 
the region, he says) and some 
upside. Etched fit all three 
with graded stakes wins at 
Aqueduct and Monmouth, a 
family heavy on dirt form and 
a young female family still 
producing runners. His half- 
brother, Out of Bounds, won 
the Sham Stakes-G3 at Santa 
Anita Jan. 7 and is in the early 
3-year-old picture for 2012. 

Bonita will support the 
chestnut with its mares and 
its clients', and has gotten 
help from Darley with regard 
to advertising and marketing. 
Optimistic, Boniface hopes to 
attract 60 mares. 

"We've got a decent start 
but like everybody else 
knows, it's tough booking 
mares right now," Boniface 
said. "He's very attractive at 
$3,500, we're a regional mar¬ 
ket and he's going to appeal 
to regional breeders. He's al¬ 
ready been a huge plus to me 
because I've got a quality sire 
for my clients." ^

Bluegrass Atatude, winner of 
the Maryland Million Lassie 
three starts back, finished 2 
lengths behind More Than 
a Cruise, followed by Jazzy 
Idea, Two Hearts in One, Will 
n' Pat and Lady Greeley. 

The 1.60-1 favorite. Plum 
stopped the clock in 1:33.95 
and paid $5.20. Now three for 
four lifetime for trainer Rod¬ 
ney Jenkins, Plum has made 
all of her starts at Laurel Park. 

Jenkins, who won the 2010 
running of the Juvenile Filly 
Championship with Love's 
Reason, noted: "This filly has 
done everything we've asked 
her. It gives you confidence 
when breeders like their own 
horses and care about them. 

"We haven't seen the best 
of this filly," continued Jen¬ 
kins.

the year on Dec. 17. 

Rick Dutrow trains the son 
of Lion Heart, who was rid¬ 
den for the first time by Victor 
Santiago. King and Crusader 
stole off to an uncontested 
lead, surrendered the front to 
even-money favorite Glib in 
mid-stretch, then reclaimed 
the lead nearing the wire to 
win by a length and a quarter 
in 1:32.09 for the seven and a 
half-furlong distance. Mary¬ 
land Million Nursery winner 
Glib held on for second, as 
graded stakes winner Jack's 
in the Deck finished third. 
Alongcamethedevil, Senor 
Quickie, Bull H, Won the War, 
McNair and Adger, and Go¬ 
ing to Market rounded out the 
field. 

King and Crusader, whose 
only other win from five 
starts came for a $25,000 tag at 
Belmont Park in October, paid 
$34.60 and topped a $106.80 
exacta and $445.40 trifecta. 

Claimed by Dutrow on 
behalf of Riccio for $35,000 at 
Saratoga in August, King and 
Crusader has since recorded 
two wins and a third. The 
stakes win boosted his earn¬ 
ings to $64,300. 

Bred by Michael and Pa¬ 
tricia Sutherland's North 
Highland Farm, King and 




















Crusader is out of Sugarloaf, 
a daughter of Regal Inten¬ 
tion who was a winner in her 
only start. A half-sister to the 
North Highland-bred stakes 
winner McKilts, Sugarloaf 
has extended the family that 
has also produced for the 
Sutherlands multiple stakes 
winner P V Lightening. 

Sugarloaf, now 15, was 
the dam of eight concecu- 
tive foals, including stakes- 
placed runner Homesteader 
($220,034, 2nd Whimsical S, 
etc.), before producing King 
and Crusader in 2009-the 
only foal bred by the Suther¬ 
lands that year. Having cut 
back their operation in re¬ 
cent years, the Sutherlands 
sold their 77-acre Barnesville 
farm in October 2010. Sugar- 
loaf, currently boarded in 
Kentucky, produced a filly by 
First Defence in 2011 and is in 
foal to Spring At Last. 

Editor's note: As this maga¬ 
zine was going to press, the stew¬ 
ards ruled on Jan. 11 to disquali¬ 
fy King and Crusader from purse 
money. The result will be covered 
in more depth in the next issue.

The Maryland Horse In¬ 
dustry Board (MHIB) was 
to present 15 horse-related 
grants totaling $21,441 on Jan. 
21 at the Horse World Expo in 
Timonium. 

The grants endow thera¬ 
peutic programs, conserva¬ 
tionists, youth clubs, educa¬ 
tional and research programs. 
A summary of the awarded 


grants can be viewed on-line 
at www.mda.state.md.us/ 
pdf/mhibll.pdf. 

Underscoring both a wide¬ 
spread commitment to horse- 
associated interests and eco¬ 
nomic need, the MHIB had 
received 52 grant applications 
seeking $260,000 in aid. Proj¬ 
ects were evaluated for their 
value to the industry, degree 


of industry promotion, size 
and scope of the activity, fi¬ 
nancial need and quality of 
written presentation. 

The Maryland Feed Fund, 
established during the 2002 
legislative session, provides 
ongoing funding to promote 
the horse industry. The re¬ 
fundable $6-per-ton assess¬ 
ment on equine feed costs 


about $3 per horse annually to 
the horse owner and supports 
this grant program and other 
MHIB promotional, research 
and outreach activities. 

""The equine industry is 
an integral part of Mary¬ 
land's cultural and economic 
heritage," said Buddy Hance, 
Maryland's secretary of agri¬ 
culture. "The scope and value 
of projects that the board eval¬ 
uated illustrates the demand 
for these grants, and the Feed 
Fund continues to make it 
possible to support more of 
those requests." 

Since 2001, the MHIB has 
awarded 189 grants exceeding 
$218,000. ^

Bombast’s shot at 
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Equ ine Science Center recognizes 
Durkin for ''Spirit of the Horse’’ 


T he Equine Science Center at Rutgers, The State University 
of Newjersey, has named leading New Jersey attorney Liz 
Durkin as the 2012 recipient of the "Spirit of the Horse” 
award. Durkin received the award during the Equine Science 
Center Update on Dec. 8. Sandy Denarski, chair of the Rutgers 
University Board for Equine Advancement, and Equine Science 
Center director Karyn Malinowski presented the award. 

The award recognizes individuals whose lives have been 
profoundly changed because of their involvement with horses and 
who have acknowledged the impact by giving back to the horse 
industry. 

"Liz Durkin’s passion for horses is palpable, as is her 
commitment to philanthropy,” said Malinowski. "With her 
profound love of horses, Ms. Durkin wholeheartedly embraces 
the Equine Science Center’s mission of better horse care through 
research and education.” 

Horses did not change Durkin’s life right away, but they did so 
quickly, deeply and forever. The lifelong animal lover was already a 
graduate of Seton Hall Law School when she took her first riding 
lesson in 1987. By 1994, she had been victorious at the National 
Horse Show, just one highlight of more than 20 years as a rider and 
as an owner on the A circuit. 

Over more than two decades, horses have come to shape 
Durkin’s life personally, professionally and morally. A transactional 
attorney of 25 years’ standing, she has carved a significant role 
in the area of equine law, helping horse owners to navigate issues 


from business deals to estate planning to buying, selling and 
breeding. Eor Durkin, however, the most important contract is 
always the one with the horse. 

"We ask them to do things for our benefit,” she explained. 
"They compete, they hunt, they hunter pace, they provide pleasure 
rides. Our end of that partnership is that we are in turn their 
stewards. It is our responsibility to take care of them.” 

As the owner of a 140-acre preserved horse farm in Warren 
County, Durkin serves as the steward of nine horses, as well as 
two ponies rescued from kill pens. Six dogs and a cat mostly 
live at home in Essex County. Besides purchasing six horses 
from the Young Horse Teaching and Research Program auction, 
she has sponsored RU. Levi, a mustang adopted through the 
program led by Dr. Sarah Ralston. Perhaps one should make that 
"Professor RU. Levi”: thanks to Ralston’s advocacy and Durkin’s 
generosity, the yearling mustang was saved from a Bureau of Land 
Management round-up, and now serves as a teaching horse for 
veterinary students learning about neurological difficulties at the 
University of Pennsylvania’s New Bolton Center. Durkin serves on 
the board of the Equine Science Center and on the Animal Law 
Committee of the New Jersey State Bar Association. 

As passionate as she is about horses, Durkin has also built 
a long and strong history as a humanitarian. A member of the 
Development Council of the Archdiocese of Newark, she supports 
many charitable causes, with a particular emphasis on educating 
and empowering women and children in poverty.

The Stephen DiMauro trainee saved his best performances 
for later in the year as he went on a three-race winning streak at 
Monmouth during September and October. Hermosillo started the 
streak by winning the $ 100,000 Charles Hesse III Handicap for the 
second time in three years - defeating the best New Jersey-breds in 
training. Hermosillo turned in another impressive victory for his 
second win, going wire to wire and defeating eventual Breeders’ 

Cup Marathon winner Afleet Again. The son of Sea of Secrets 
capped off the streak on Oct. 30 in a 1-mile optional claiming race 
over another stellar field. 

Bred by Ed Broome, Hermosillo finished the year with $235,350 
in earnings to bring his career total to $625,351.

PENNSYLVANIA AND NEW YORK - 
A CLOSER LOOK AT BREEDING PROGRAMS 


Resorts World Casino New York City 
opened in October 2011 after a decade of 
delays and is expected to bring billions of 
dollars to the New York racing industry. With 
the opening, New York state joins a growing 
list of Northeast and Mid-Atlantic states that 
have adopted or are considering new forms 
of gambling. 

With the arrival of VLTs in New York 
and the anticipated increase in purses and 
breeder awards, Pennsylvania’s Breeding 
Fund has been in the spotlight as horsemen 
are comparing the states’ respective programs. 

There is no dispute that New York’s tracks 
have a leg-up on Pennsylvania when it comes 
to charm and tradition, but the Pennsylva¬ 
nia breeding program compares favorably to 
New York and in some aspects exceeds the 
potential payout for breeders and owners. 

A few key aspects of each program: 

• The New York horsemen support ap¬ 
proximately 600 state-bred restricted 
races with $35 million in purses. In com¬ 
parison, the Pennsylvania restricted race 
program is funded from the horsemen 
and the Breeding Fund and in 2011, the 
three state tracks funded more than $10 
million in restricted races, with more than 
300 races. 

• New York’s Breeding Fund program an¬ 
ticipates $17 million in revenue for 2012; 
Pennsylvania’s Breeding Fund is expected 
to be $19 million for 2012. 

• Beginning January 1, 2012, registered 
New York-breds by New York-registered 
sires will receive awards equivalent to 30 
percent of the purse earned for winners. 


15 percent for second and third. A Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred and sired horse receives 30 
percent of the purse share earned for first, 
second or third. 

Registered New York-breds by out-of- 
state or non-registered sires standing in 
the state will receive awards equivalent to 
15 percent of the purse earned for win¬ 
ners, 7.5 percent for second and third. 
A Pennsylvania-bred, non-Pennsylvania 
sired horse will receive 20 percent of 
purse share earned for first, second or 
third. 

A New York-bred and sired horse is 
capped at $40,000 per award, and a 
non-New York sired horse is capped at 
$20,000. Pennsylvania-breds are capped at 
1 percent of the total fund amount which 
puts a per-horse cap for each award closer 
to $200,000. In the case of Plum Pretty, 
winner of the Cotillion Stakes-G2 at Parx 
in 2011, this proved to be an important 
difference. Plum Pretty’s breeders received 
an $86,100 Breeder Award, and the own¬ 
ers received a $43,050 Owner Award. The 
nearly $130,000 in total awards is consid¬ 
ered the highest payout by any state pro¬ 
gram. 

In addition to a growing restricted race 
schedule, and generous breeder, stallion 
and owner awards, each Pennsylvania 
track pays an Owner Bonus for state- 
breds who finish first, second or third. 
The Owner Bonus (different from the 
Owner Award) is considered part of the 
horse’s official earnings and is paid at the 
time of the purse and is therefore the basis 









for the Breeder, Stallion and Owner 
Awards. Parx pays a 40 percent bo¬ 
nus, Penn National pays 20 percent 
and Presque Isle Downs pays 30 
percent. A state-bred winner at Parx 
in a $40,000 race, for example, will 


receive an additional $9,600 to be 
added to the $24,000 winners share. 
The $33,600 is the basis for any sub¬ 
sequent Awards. 

Overall, Pennsylvania offers a bal¬ 
anced and competitive program with 


the potential for substantial financial 
awards and bonuses for horsemen. For 
additional information on the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Breeding Program, please contact 
the PHBA office at (610) 444-1050.

Virginia shines at Fasig-Tipton 


T he November dispersal of 
the horses of the late Edward 
P. Evans marked the end of an era 
in Virginia. A state with a long 
tradition of large breeding farms 
and major breeders faces declin¬ 
ing number of foals and partici¬ 
pants. In the face of this decline, 
the Virginia Thoroughbred 
Association will increase its focus 
on retirement and reuse of retired 
Thoroughbreds. 

“While our core mis¬ 
sion remains to promote qual¬ 
ity Virginia-bred horses, we are 
focusing more on the issue of 
what happens to these animals 
after their intended careers end,” 
said Glenn Petty, VTA executive 
director. Petty noted that there are 
two Thoroughbred Retirement 
Foundation facilities in Virginia 
and Virginians have long spear¬ 
headed those efforts. State resi¬ 
dents Robin WHiams, Jonathan 
MiQer and George Grayson have 
served as president of the retire¬ 
ment organization while success¬ 
ful affiliates operate at Montpelier 
and James River. 

“Recreational horse use in 
Virginia continues to grow so 
that gives us a potential market for 
these horses,” Petty said. “Twenty- 
five-years ago. Thoroughbreds 


were almost exclusively used for 
other disciplines but the impor¬ 
tation of various Warmbloods 
has pushed them out. Economic 
conditions and the availability of 
so many horses at a reasonable 
price marks the perfect time to 
reinvigorate the after-market for 
ex-racehorses.” 

The VTA is working with 
other organizations involved in 
racing and showing. The VTA pro¬ 
posed a Thoroughbred division 
for all rated and associate Virginia 
Horse Show Association shows. 

“Our proposal is modeled after 
the success of the Thoroughbred 
Celebration Horse Shows at the 
Virginia Horse Center,” said 
Petty. “If we want people to reuse 
these horses, we thought a com¬ 
petitive horse show division was 
a good way to create demand. 
We plan to start with a few divi¬ 
sions with relatively low fences to 
accommodate green horses learn¬ 
ing to jump.” 

The association is also planning 
to work with local horse shows to 
create new Thoroughbred divi¬ 
sions and is looking at The Jockey 
Clubs Thoroughbred Incentive 
Program and other various pro¬ 
grams for ways they can benefit 
one another.

V irginia HBPA board mem¬ 
ber and horse owner David 
Ross has a day job. He is presi¬ 
dent of the northern Virginia- 
based Atlantic Realty Companies, 
one of the largest commercial real 
estate developers and managers in 
the Washington, DC., metropoli¬ 
tan area. 

About eight years ago Ross 
began parlaying his real estate 
business expertise with a passion 
for horse racing to develop a 
highly successful racing stable. His 
stable consists mostly of horses he 
claimed, though Ross has pur¬ 
chased young horses at sales and 
has even bred a few. 

Ross claims horses based on 
their potential for development, 
the same principle he applies 
when looking at real estate. He 
studies in depth a horse s breed¬ 
ing, past performance charts, 
speed numbers, and adaptability 
to racing surfaces. The question 
Ross always tries to answer at 
the end of his analysis is “does 
this horse have the potential to 
develop and improve?” 

Ross often has his trainers 
(over the years Ann Merryman, 
David Geist, “Speedy” Smithwick, 
Mike Pino and Tony Dutrow) 
look at particular horses because 
he admits “when it comes to a 
horse s conformation all I know is 
which is the front and which is 
the back.” But all claiming deci¬ 
sions are his alone. Seldom, if ever, 
has Ross claimed a horse on 
another’s recommendation. 

Ross’ philosophy after a claim 
is to run the horse several times 
to see whether it can improve its 
performance. If so, fme —he keeps 
going with the horse. If not, Ross 
is not hesitant about dropping 
a horse into lower competition 


where it might be claimed at a 
price less than he paid. 

The chart above shows the 
result of Ross’ approach over the 
past five years. 

Much of Ross’ success has 
been at Colonial Downs, where 
he won the Leading Owner title 
from 2004-’10, and tied for it in 
2011. In that eight-year period at 
the New Kent track the Ross sta¬ 
ble had 128 wins from 408 starts 
(31 percent), with purse earn¬ 
ings of $1,853,102. Those results 
evidence Ross’ commitment to 
Virginia racing even though it 
might be more profitable for him 
to race elsewhere in the summer. 

When Colonial is not run¬ 
ning, Ross campaigns at other 
Mid-Atlantic tracks and in Ken¬ 
tucky, Florida, Louisiana and 
Canada. 

Two of Ross’ best claims have 
been Perfect Officer and Libor 
Lady. He secured Perfect Officer 
(Officer—Perfect Tradition) for 
$50,000 at Gulfstream Park in 
March 2011. The 5-year-old had 
not won a race since August 2009. 

Over the next eight months. 
Perfect Officer earned $277,570. 
The bay gelding won two stakes 
(the Tony Gatto Dream Big 
Stakes at Atlantic City and Wolf 
Hill Stakes at Monmouth) and 


placed in two Grade 3 stakes (the 
Woodford at Keeneland and Turf 
Monster at Parx Racing). 

For Ross, Perfect Officer’s 
most exciting race was his third 
in the 2011 Breeder’s Cup Turf 
Sprint-G2 at Churchill Downs. 

Ross is now in the enviable 
position of picking races this year 
for Perfect Officer, who off his 
form may well be a late bloomer. 

Libor Lady (Exchange Rate— 
Laughing Erin) was another suc¬ 
cessful claim at Gulfstream Park. 
The filly was taken by Ross as a 
3-year-old out of a January 2008 
maiden race for $40,000. Ross 
switched the filly to the turf (and 
all weather) and over the next 
two years she earned $220,515, 
with four wins, two in stakes. 
Libor Lady also had three stakes 
placings for Ross. She is now 
retired. 

Written in Stone (Smart 
Strike—^Wilderness Hush) prob¬ 
ably represents a more typical 
experience for the Ross racing 
team. The gelding was claimed 
for $62,500 at Woodbine in June 
2010 at age 6. He ran five times 
that year for Ross, winning twice, 
including his first start for his new 
owner—the Chesapeake Stakes at 
Colonial Downs—before he was 
claimed away at Gulfstream for 


$40,000 in January 2011. That 
left Ross with a net claim invest¬ 
ment of $22,500, plus $68,100 in 
earnings. 

Drawing on his real-estate 
expertise of providing desirable 
environments while controlling 
costs, Ross recently bought a 
barn at the Fair Hill Training 
Center. Along with related facili¬ 
ties it can accommodate up to 
38 horses. He believes his horses 
benefit more from training and 
stabling in the Fair Hill coun¬ 
tryside, with long gallops and 
various surfaces, than would be 
true living within the confines of 
a racetrack. Fair Hill also enables 
Ross to centralize and more 
closely manage expenses. 

Ross says his business model 
continues to evolve. He would 
like to ratchet down the number 
of starts and improve the overall 
quality of his stable, recognizing 
that “a few good horses pay for 
the rest.” In his view that requires 
“fme tuning my claiming and 
buying decisions.” But he con¬ 
cedes “I need a lot of luck.” 

And, of course, one good 
horse can get Ross back to the 
Breeders’ Cup.

B Former Laurel Race Course 
president John D. Schapiro 
died in January at 87. 

Schapiro ran Laurel from 
1950 to 1984, and was lauded 
for his innovative foresight in 
the creation of the Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., International. He 
was presented with an Eclipse 
Award of Merit in 1980. 

B The 2-year-old gelding 
Magic Weisner became the 
first stakes winner for his 
Maryland-based sire Ameri 
Valay when taking the 
$ 100,000 Maryland Juvenile 
Championship at Laurel Park 
on Dec. 31. 

Bred, owned and trained by 
Nancy Alberts, Magic Weisner 
(out of the Bold Forbes mare 
Jazema) was a member of his 
sire’s third crop. Ameri Valay, 
owned by Nick and Elaine 
Bassford, retired to Shamrock 
Farms in Woodbine, Md., in 
1996 after winning 16 races 
and placing in 20 others, 
earning $742,779. Bred in 
Maryland, Ameri Valay was his 
sire Carnivalay’s richest runner 
at the time, and hailed from 
the family of famed Maryland- 
bred millionaire Little Bold 
John. 

Magic Weisner surpassed his 
sires accomplishments, earning 
I $888,830from 15 starts. The 
I tough gelding won the Ohio 
I Derby'G2 and finished second 
in the Preakness Stakes-Gl 
and Haskell Invitational 
Handicap'G 1 during a season

10 years ago 

B The winningest horse of 
2001, Peter Klesaris’ 

Captivator, and the losingest 
horse in history. Zippy 
Chippy, resided on the Penn 
National backstretch. 

Penn National’s 2001 
Horse of the Year, Captivator 
won 10 races during his 
8-year-old season, nine at 
Penn National, and became 
especially adept at a distance, 
winning starter allowances 
from IMe to Y/i miles. 

“The farther they go, the 
better he likes it,” said trainer 
Jose Martinez. 

Through age 10, Zippy 
Chippy had made 91 fruitless 
trips to the post (although he 
did have seven second-place 
finishes). Zippy Chippy was in 
training at Penn National with 
Felix Monserrate. 

In two starts during the first 
two months of2002 at Penn 
National, Zippy Chippy finished 
no better than seventh. Racing 


solely in maiden special weight 
company from 2000 until 
retired at age 13 in 2004, he 
managed one more second-place 
finish in his 100 career starts. 

Captivator, stakes-placed 
at 2, raced through age 10 
and accounted for three more 
wins in his next 20 starts. He 
retired with career earnings 
of $245,1G7from 127 starts, 
while winning 26 races. 


B The nation’s leading rider 
by wins in 2001, with 431, 
was 25'year-old Maryland- 
based Ramon Dominguez. 
Seemingly retracing the steps 
of Edgar Prado, who made his 
name on the Maryland stage 
before moving to New York, 
Dominguez had the same 
Maryland agent, Steve 
Rushing, who noted: “They 
do a lot of things the same.

25 years ago 

B “Exactly 34 years to the day 
after the Cohen brothers pur¬ 
chased Pimlico back in 1952, 
Frank De Francis and his part¬ 
ners-Robert and John 
[Tommy] Manfuso Jr. and 
attorney Martin Jacobs- 
announced they had bought 
Americas second oldest race¬ 
track on December 30, 1986,” 
reported The Maryland Horse 
.Included in the sale was 
Pimlicos half-interest in Bowie. 

For the first time in 
Maryland’s modern racing his¬ 
tory, all of the state’s 306 rac¬ 
ing dates, with the exception 
of Timoniurn’s 10-day meet¬ 
ing, were controlled by one 
organization. 

For the Cohen brothers- 
Ben, 87, and Herman, 92-it 
was the end of a highly suc¬ 
cessful era at Old Hilltop, dur¬ 
ing which time the Preakness 
evolved into a spectacle 
attracting a crowd second only 
to the Kentucky Derby. 

B A second Maryland land¬ 
mark changed hands when 
575'acre Sagamore Farm was 
purchased from Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt by 40-year-old real 
estate developer James Ward 
III. Ward stated that he had 
no intention of subdividing 
the property and noted plans 
called for expansion of the 
horse breeding facility. The 
stallions in residence—Restless 
Native, Salutely and Cold 
Reception—would remain 
under the new ownership. 

Vanderbilt, 74, planned 
to keep about 40 of his own 
horses at the farm. Vanderbilt, 
who received Sagamore as a 
gift from his mother on his 
21st birthday, had never resid¬ 
ed year-round at Sagamore, 
instead maintaining a resi¬ 
dence in New York. 


Hay Patcher, the dam of two Maryland- 
bred champions in 1986-Broad Brush 
and Hay Halo-graced the February 
1987 cover of The Maryland Horse. 

B The leading sire in the 
region in 1986 by North 
American earnings was the late 
King’s Bishop, who made his 
home at Windfields Farm in 
Chesapeake City, Md., until 
his death in 1981 at age 12. 
With his youngest crop being 
4-year-olds in 1986, King’s 
Bishop was the sire of six 
stakes winners, and his runners 
earned in excess of $1.6 million. 

When counting foreign 
earnings, no regional horse 
could top another Windfields 
stallion. The Minstrel. The 
striking chestnut son of 
Northern Dancer had nine 
stakes winners, led by his 
daughter Minstrella, the cham¬ 
pion 2-year-old in Ireland. 

Bred in Virginia by Edward 
P. Evans, Minstrella won four of 
her seven starts and was second 
twice during her championship 
season. Three of her wins came 
in Group 1 company. 


B Emma Warner Smithwick, 
the mother of two sons in the 
Racing Hall of Fame- 
steeplechase greats D.M. 
(Mikey) and A.P. (Paddy) 
Smithwick-died at the age of 
98 on Jan. 1. 

A horsewoman in her 
own right, Mrs. Smithwick 
remained active almost right 
up until her death, and fox¬ 
hunted well into her 80s. She 
was also a partner in her sons’ 
steeplechase operation. 

B Jim McKay was voted the 
1986 Big Sport ofTurfdom 
Award by the Turf Publicists of 
America, an honor bestowed 
annually to an outstanding 
representative of the 
Thoroughbred racing industry. 

50 years ago 

B E. Palmer Heagerty, 
described as “one of the great¬ 
est chartcallers ever produced 
in this country,” died in 
January from a heart attack 
at the age of 43. Nine days 
before his death, the Maryland 
native was named supervi¬ 
sor of field operations for 
The Morning Telegraph-Daily 
Racing Form. 

Heagerty’s loss prompted 
numerous memorials, includ¬ 
ing a race to be named in 
his honor at Bowie, with 
The Morning Telegraph-Daily 
Racing Form editor/publisher 
J. Samuel Perlman to be on 
hand from New York to pres¬
